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CO, FAIL. 


(OAPURAPORE BLACK FRIDAY—A BLOW 
FROM VANDERBILT'S AXr. 

Wall-street had another sensation yes- 
terday. Following close in the wake of the sus- 
pension of Soutter & Co. came the announce- 
ment early in the day of the failure of another 
conspicuous bear house, preceding only by an 
hour or s0 the news that one of the biggest bear 
operators in the market had been pushed to the 
wall. Two failures in one day representing 
losses estimated at many hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were enough to keep the Street in a 
hubbub till long after business hours. Before 
business opened on the Stock Exchange yesterday 
morning rumors were rife that a great failure 
was imminent. For reasons that were appre- 
ciated in Wall-street it was quickly concluded 
that the weak firm was William Heath & Co., 
of No. 78 Broadway. The anxiety of that 
house’s customers was not: long in making 
itself felt. Demands poured in on the firm 
for settlements of various kinds and for im- 
mense sums. The result was shown in the 
prompt announcement of Mr. Heath in a letter 
to the Exchange that his house was unable to 
meet its obligations. Other failures were pre- 
dicted in abundance. Houses that have been 
known for years in the Street as of the stanchest 
and most conservative character were named in 
the sensational rumors that were sent flying 
helter-skelter through all the Stock Exchange 
district. Friends of the unfortunate house of 
Heath & Co. were heard making bold assertions 
to the effect that it was through the fault ofa 
customer prominent on the Street that they had 
been forced into disaster; and, going further, 
the Heath people declared that this customer 
was none other than the famous bear leader 

Henry N. Smith, Jay Gould’s old partnerand Jay 
Gould’s old dupe in more than one big stock- 
rigging operation. It was about one hour after 
the Stock Exchange had listened to the reading 
of the confession of Heath & Co. that the Chair- 
man rapped again with bis heavy gavel in the 
trading room for attention once more. This 
was what he read then: 
To the President of the New-York Stock Exchange: 

I am unable to meet my engagements and have made 
an assignment to John T’.. Cuming. 

HENRY N. SMITH. 

Excitement on the floors ot the Exchange rose 
to fever heat. Many of the coolest men in the 
institution were agitated. Losses were widely 
distributed. Few houses actively in the market 
were without a financial interest of their own to 
® greater or tess degree in either one or the other 
of the failures. Some bulls professed for a time 
to be gleeful. They talked in an off-hand way 
about a “clearer atmosphere,’”’ and prophesied 
better times now that such potent bear infiu- 
ences would be out of the market. But this 
manner of talk was not long heard, for the iosses 
imposed by the failures were widely enough 
scattered to touch bull pockets more or less 
sharply, and before the Stock Exchange closed 
for the day there seemed only one sentiment 


abroad, and that did not partake anywhere of 
exultation. There was evident in many places 
a fear that the end was not yet. 

So far did the dealings of the two nouses reach, 
BO scattered were the claims against them, that 
it kept the Chairman bard at work for over two 
hours and a half in buying and selling stock on 
account of the failures. Though Henry N. 
Smith isa member of the Stock Exchange, he 
had no outstanding contracts to be settled in 
his own name by the Exchange. Everything in 
this line was done for the account of Heath & 
Co., with whose interests his own seemed to be 
too closely interwoven to permit of any analy- 
Bis for a long timeto come. One story that 
passed current onthe floorsof the Stock Ex- 
change and received credence was that Smith 
was debtor to Heath ina sum approximating a 
milion and a quarter of dollars. This esti- 
mate came from what should have been trust- 
worthy sources, but other figures were soon 
floating around here and there placing 
this debt at a much lowersum. No report re- 
ceived attention that rated this liability at less 
than $500,000. At the office of Heath & Co. Mr. 
A. R. McCaniess, the firm’s cashier, who had 
been named as their Assignee, was not to be 
tempted into a definite statement of any sort, 
either of liabilities or assets ot Heath & Co., or 
of the special indebtedness of oer N. Smith 
to the firm. Affairs were in a condition far too 
much tangied forthe giving out of any state- 
ment, he explained to hordes of brokers who 
came pouring in on him for information; when 
they would be s0 straightened out to permit of 
an Officiai statemegt he could not say. From 
another person claiming knowledge of the mat- 
ter was quoted the assertion that the 
losses through Heath & Co. to Stock Ex- 
change firms on speculative account would 
not rise above $100,000 or $150,000. But in their 
stock account was involved only a compara- 
tively small fraction of the entire loss. The firm 
has done one of the largest banking businesses 
in Waill-street, and the heavy losers by their sus- 
pension will be individuais and firms who have 
made deposits with them. At least $1,000,000 is 
said to have been placed in their hands in this 
way. One man was reported to have had so me- 
thing over $400,000 on deposit with the firm. 
Another operator was a depositor to the tune of 
$150,000, and a number of the most conspicuous 
firms on the Street are placed in the list of 
depositors quoted in the gossip heard on the 
Exchange. 

Two of the most entertaining stories that 
went the rounds among the interested brokers 
related to the real cause of the failures. It was 
admitted on ali sides that Smith’s non-provision 
of fundsto protect his holdings was the cause of 
the smash-up of the Heath people. The Heath 
failure was chiefly interesting for two things, 
one that a house long established and having a 
well earned reputation for conservatism should 
have been overtaken by such a disaster, and the 
other that Heath & Co. have: for years been 
credited with standing high in the good graces 
of Jay Gould. A notable thing, indeed, has 
been the fact that the bouses which fail most 
frequently are those which have enjoyed conti- 
dential relations with Gouid himself or sume 
one of his clique. This was what gave an extra 
interest to the failure the other day of Soutter 
& Co. But even a more interesting story 
than this which was premised upon the 
well worn theory of ould’s duplicity was 
listened to and given confidence. Tbat 
used the name of William H. Vanderbilt. 
Mr. Smith began his business career iu Buffalo 
as a wholesale clothing merchant, amassing a 
competence while still very young. In 1860 he 
left Buffalo and came to New-York, and in a 
gg way began to operate in the stock mar- 

et. His operations were from the start suc- 
cessful, and when, after the beginning of the 
civil war, gold became a speculative article, he 
transferred his operations to the gold market, 
his ventures being enormous and character- 
ized with a dash that made his name a famous 
one in the street. He at this time formed a 
partnership with Jay Gould, under the name of 
Smith, Gould & Martin, The nouse became the 
Wall-street speculative firm of itsday. A baif 


dozen of the big corners of the time when it was 
= existence were concocted by the estima- 
le gentlemen who composed the firm. Erie’s 
famous mauipulations in the da of Fisk 
were ordered in the office of Smith, Gould & 
Martin. The Gold Corner and Black Friday 
were their contributions to history,too. And 
in the end, after fleecing all the Jambs that were 
within reach, the good partners fell out over a 
corner in Northwest. Mr. Jay Gould was on 
top; under him was red-mustached, portly Mr. 
Henry N. Smith. That was 16 yearsago. Much 
of Mr. Smith’s property, something like $4,000,- 
. Was swept away by Mr. Gould's trickery. 
rom that day on Smith and Gould have been 
ronounced enemies, though again and again 
Waletreet deals have necessarilly placed them 
omewhat in the position of allies. Gould saw 
mith badly worsted in a combat with old Com- 
modore Vanderbilt just after the old firm of 
Smith, Gould & Martin had been dissolved. 

Tke Commodore sought the control of a 
Western Railroad,and Smith was bent on de- 
feating the project. Smith succeeded, but it 
was ata tremendous cost. Gould had helped 
the Commodore, and secrets that Gould pos- 
sessed had been of immense value in embarrass- 
ing Smith, though not quite potent enough to 
effect what Commodore Vanderbilt most de- 
sired. Vanderbilt watched and waited. He 
‘yatched 1 truce with Smith; they became in- 

imates. he Commodore gave Smith informa- 

on that netted him handsome profits, but one 
gorning in 1873 Henry N. Smith awoke to dis- 
sover that the advice of Cornelius Vanderbilt 
gad in the end cost him far too dearly. Under 
the Vanderbilt tutelage he had become a ramp- 
@vot bull. He was long ot every Vanderbilt 
tock. He had thousands of shares of Western 
Union. And the bottom had suddenly fallen 
Gut of everything. The panic was at hand. He 
was 2 bankrupt. Every penny’s worth of his 
roperty was gone, save a little matter of 
000 or $300,000 worth of real estate in his 
wife's name. ; 
Smith was plucky. He did not stop his visits 
own town. People who used to bow to him as 
. Smith got into the habit of familiarly callin

persuasive way _he opened up to _ the 

gaze of young Mr. Vanderbilt beautiful visions 
of fortunes to be doubled and quadrupled by 
following one or two simple little rules. Wili- 
iam K, was captured. One of. the simple little 
rules was to put a boundless trust in Mr. Henry 

N. Smith. illiam K. came home bankrupt; 

Henry N. didn’t. The Western Union scoop 

suffered at the hands of the old Commodore was 

avenged. Mr. William H. Vanderbilt assumed 
his son’s obligations, ana put the young man— 

so Wall-street says—on a pension of $70,000 a 

year. But William H. Vanderbilt is only hu- 

man, and it is not strange, says Wall-street in its 
palliating way, tbat Mr. William H. Vanderbilt 
should look fortvard to using a bit of the whip 
himself when the proper time came. That time 
is believed to have arrived yesterday, when Mr. 
Smith a second time went toppling over—once 
knocked over by Cornelius, and now knocked 
over by Cornelius’s son, the father of William K. 

For a long time Henry N. Smith has been one 
of the most conspicuous bear leaders in Wall- 
street. Addison Cammack and the German firm 
ot Woerishoffer alone have divided the honors 
with him for most prominence in this direction. 
Cammack, Woerishoffer, and Smith have been 
close partners, and things financial have been 
in such shabby shape generally that they have 
largely fashioned the course of things in the 
Street to their own liking. But not long ago 
Messrs. Cammack and Woerishoffer saw the 
error of their way, and when the Vanderbilt in- 
terest sought to provide a bull market Cam- 
mack and Woerishoffer did not stand in the 
way. They are generally credited, indeed, with 
having put their shoulders to the wheel to help 
things around. Mr. Smith was ieft standing 
alone. He was deserted, betrayed, say adherents 
whose rhetoric is a trifle strong. Three weeks 
or more ago Wall-street was filled with 
rumors to the effect that he was ruined. He 
stoutly denied these rumors and affected to 
be careless of the gossip that aboundea on every 

side. But the Souatter failure disclosed him asa 
heavy debtor to that firm, and tne squeezing 
process that is so well understood in Wall-street 
left him little further hope of fighting the bat- 
tle out successfully. The writing was on the 
wall. He went under yesterday witbout a mur- 
mur. It was fate that the Vanderbilt venge- 
ance should be wreaked. Mr. Vanderbilt in in- 
viting Mr. Cammack and Mr. Woerishoffer into 
the new bull régime had carefully guarded, so 
the story goes, against allowing any benefits to 
accrue to Henry N. Smith. Indeed, Smith’s 
prop was removed. He could not win with his 
enemies reinforced by old-time friends, who pos- 
sessed his secrets and the key to all his move- 
ments. There are specific charges made against 
the Woerishoffers by the Smiths, one of which 
may lead to legal complications. It is al- 
leged that Mr. Smith and _ they were 
lately joint partners in a bear account 
involving 180,000 shares of stock, with 
differences on the market reaching a very large 
som. Mr. Woerisnoffer is reported to have 
promptly met the differences on his half of this, 
leaving the other half to be cared for by Smith, 
and the Smith following, going further, aver 
that Mr. Woerishoffer then went long of the 
stock and sentup prices on Smith. Now the 
customers of Heath & Co., who are naturally 
the persons most interested, claim that upon 
the grounds ofalegal decision rendered in a 
case brought by Deacon S. V. White some years 
ago Woerishoffer can be held liable for the dif- 
ferences on the remainder of the account—that 
one partner in a joint account cannot withdraw 
by asettlement in such way, but must continue 
responsible for the whole liability till all is set- 
tled. This claim is likely to lead to much intri- 
cate litigation before an end is reached. In the 
interest of Mr. Woerishoffer it is asserted that 
there 1s no ** joint” account whatever, and that 
this claim will not be considsred seriously on the 
Stock Exchange. 

Henry ‘N. Smith has an interest as special 
partner in the brokerage firm of Charles I. Hud- 
son & Co. It represents $100,000, all paid in. Mr. 
A. H. De Forest, of this firm, is the brother-in- 
law of Mr. Smith. The firm of Hudson & Co., in 
& public statement yesterday afternoon, ex- 
plained that the failures of the day had no bear- 
ing upon their business; they were in a prosper- 
ous condition, and could suffer no embarrass- 
ment through Mr. Smith’s connection with them, 
Some feeling was manifested on the Stock Ex- 
change over the charge that though Heath & 
Co. were alleged to have drawn up their assign- 
ment on Thursday night they renewed contracts 
yesterday before announcing their failure, 
This grave accusation may lead to serious en- 
tanglements. A large portion of Heath & Co.'s 
liabilities consists of due bills for dividends on 
the many high priced stocks of.which the firm 
has been short for many months. It isthe cus- 
tom when stocks are borrowed to protect short 
sales for the borrower to give due bills for the 
dividends as they accrue, and fully three-eighths 
of the losses are due in this way to the owners 
of the stocks. Among the brokers the firm is 
supposed to have been daily borrowers of not 
less than 150,000 shares of atock, and have paid 
out vast sums in the way of shaves for the use 
of such stocks as commanded a premium for use. 
The stocks settled at the Stock Exchange com- 
prised the following lots, and were bought in 
without creating any excitemept: Two bundred 
shares of Michigan Central, 100 shares Canadian 
Pacific, 200 shares Delaware and Hudson, 200 
shares Louisville and Nashville, 400 shares 
Omaba preferred, 300 shares Oregon Railway 
and Navigation Company, 4,700 shares St. Paul, 
700 shares Missouri Pacific, 500 shares Union Pa- 
cific, 1,200 shares New-Jersey Central, 5,900 shares 
Northwest common, 300 shares Chicago, Rock 
Isiand ana Pacific, 4,600 shares Lake Shore, 10,400 
shares Delaware, Lackawanna and Western, 4,900 
shares New-York Central, and 9,100 shares of 
Western Union Telegraph—in all 43,700 shares. 
In addition the following long stock was sold 
for account of the firm: One thousand two hun- 
dred shares Philadeiphia and Reading, 1,100shares 
of Erie, 600 shares of St. Paul common, and 20u 
shares of New-York Central—3,100 shares in all. 

Giovanni P. Morosini has begun a suit in the 
Supreme Court against William Heath & Co., 
and has obtained from Judge Donohue an at- 
tachment against the property of that insolvent 
firm. In his affidavit to procure the attachment 
Morosini said that for several years he has had 
$480,000 in cash on deposit with Heath & Co., 
subject to his draft, and that the only debit that 
could properly be made against that sum was 
for 2,380 shares Manhattan Railway stock and 
25 Metropolitan Elevated Railway second mort- 
gage bonds, which he ordered the firm to buy 
for him, and which in the aggregate cost 
$215,000. He therefore asserts that the firm owes 
him $265,000 in cash on account of his deposit, 
and also holds on deposit for him the stock and 
bonds mentioned. Mr. Morosini said that he 
called for his securities and money yesterday 
and was informed that Heath & Co. could not 
deliver them, as the securities had been hypothe- 
cated or sold and the cash otherwise disposed of. 
He said he had never authorized the defendants 
to make use of his money and securities, and he 
charged them with defrauding him and intend- 
ing to detraud their creditors generally. Asan 
additional reason for the attachment he said that 
Charies E. Quincy, the junior member of the 
firm of William Heath &Co., ie in Europe and 
bas no residence here. 

Mr. Smith was un ardent lover of horseflesh, 
and many years ago boughta farm near ‘l'ren- 
ton,which he has gradually improved and added 
to until itis now known all over the country 
as the Fashion Stud Farm. Whena few yearsago 
the noted trotting mare Goldsmith Maid, which 
died the other day, was in the heignt of her 
fame, Mr. Smith bought her for $85,000, and it 
was as his property that she made her record of 
2:14 in September, 1874. Among the other noted 
horses belonging to Mr. Smith are the stallions 
Jay Gould and Socrates, both now at the Fashion 
Farm, which bas been for several years owned 
by his wife. He has never been very prominent 
in society, residing quietly at his house at the 
corner of Forty-tfifth-street and Fifth-avenue. 
In the Winter he is always to be found at the 
opera, owning a box at the Academy of Music. 

Mr. Smith's wife owns the house used by Mr. 
Smith for nis home, at Forty-fifth-street and 
Fifth-avenue, as well as the house adjoining. 
There is also said to be other city real estate in 
Mrs. Smith’s name, with property in New-Jer- 
sey. Mr. Smith owns a seat in the Stock Ex- 
change. In the assets of Heath & Co. are to be 
estimated two Stock Exchange seats, worth 
$25,000 each, one in Mr. Heath’s own name and 
one in the name of his partner, Major Charles 
A. Quincey, who is now on his wedding trip in 
Europe. 

William Heath & Co. have for several years 
past done probably the largest commissien busi- 
ness on the Street. he house was founded in 
1860, and has passed through the vicissitudes 
usual to Wall-street houses in times of panic, 
having suspended oncc or twice before yester- 
day. In addition to the New-York business, 
they have a branch in London under charge of 
Thomas E, Davis, and have been engaged in 
enormous ‘arbitrage transactions between the 
New-York and London markets. While credited 
with large profits for years, they are supposed 
to have suffered losses aggregating $600, 
during the advance of the past few months. The 
firm had a branch in Paris for several years 
during the speculative excitement growing out 
of the boom of 1879,"but gave it up a year or two 
ago. Heath gained considerable celebrity at the 
beginning of his business career for the seyret 
of his operations and the celerity with which he 
got from one side of the market to tbe other 
when he found himself wrong. His figure is one 
of the best known in the Street, he being fully 
6 feet 6inches in height, gaunt and angular, 
with a huge drooping mustache. He is as quick 
in-his locomotion as in his operations, and this 
peculiarity bas gained for him the sobriquet of 
“The American Deer,” which was first bestowed 

“upon him by London brokers while he was there 
managing some gigantic operation many years 
‘ago, and which has stuck to him ever since. 

At the time of the Black Friday panic William 
Heath & Co. were among the brokers acting for 
the Gould-Fisk syndicate. When the crash came 
Heath left the United States and went to Lon- 
don, where he remained for overa year. At the 
time the impression was very general that had 
he remained in the city revelations attendant 
with great loss to Gould could not-have been 
prevented, and that his temporary absence was 
due to the wish of Gould and Fisk to have him 

| out of the way until the storm had blown over, 
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THE MONTREAL EPIDEMIC 


—_—_———— 
FRIENDS OF VACCINATION GAIN- 
ING GROUND EVERY DAY. 
ACTIVE STEPS TAKEN TO STAMP OUT THE 
DISEASE—A TALK WITH MAYOR BEAU- 

GRAND ON THE SITUATION. 

MonTREAL, Oct. 2.—Another quiet day 
has brightened the prospect that-the intelligent 
efforts now at work to stamr out the smallpox 
will be permitted to go on without further dis- 
turbance. Compulsory vaccination is not yet 
in force, although house-to-house visits have 
begun. Itis yet impracticable to placard the 
houses. The officers still paste the yellow 
and black labels with the dreaded words, 


“ Picoté” and “Smallpox,” on thejfouter 
walls of houses and find no _ trace of 
them in a few hours. Grumbling is yet 


heard about the occupation of the fine build- 
ings onthe Exposition grounds. These things 
make the capital of those who are still disposed 
to carp at whatever is done, finding criticism 
an easy and natural employment. Yet the offi- 
cers are keeping patiently at work, trying no 
force, making no attempt to show harsh au- 
thority, avoiding needless offense, and using 
as far as practicable gentle and persua- 
sive methods in their several undertakings. 
It is slow work to get new ideas into minds 
lately inflamed and prejudiced and among a 
people pinched by sufferings and made desper- 
ate by want and demagogism. The lesson of the 
past week, however, has not been lost on the 
French people. They know that force is now 
ready to resist an outbreak, whatever the cost. 
They are learning that vaccination is not sub- 
mitted to them as an English measure, but for 
the common relief and welfare. Antipathy to 
anything that is English still actuates the 


masses. They will not be forced, they say, 
into what they do not like. Their 
pride still rebels at having their houses 


placarded, yet never in the history of this epi- 
demic have the public vaccinators been so busy 
in the French quarters. There are 58 doctors in 
the city at work every day as vaccinators. The 
local Health Board distributes among them 1,000 
vaccine points a day, which does not equal the 
demand. Mary vaccinations are made in pri- 
vate practice. It is certainly within bounds to 
say that during this week 1,200 persons have 
been vacinnated each day, against not more 
than half tbat number last week and a much 
smaller proportion before that. 

The English were vaccinated as soon as there 
was reason to fear contagion. The work of late 
has been done mainly on the French, most of 
them converts to the doctrine. The example 
thus set has hada quieting effect beyond any 
doubt, and has done much to allay feeling that 
might otherwise have been worked to a danger- 
ous pitch by thistime. In theline of firm, yet 
gentie policy, the city has been fortunate 
in its Mayor, Mr. Beaugrand. He is a 
young man, who came here seven years ago 
from Fall River, where he had a newspaper 
he started here the French paper La Patrie. 
That he yet edits and he has made a success of 
it, commending himself alike to the English and 
the French. English support was freely given 
to him when he was put up for Mayor because 
it was thought that under such a man the 
inevitabie antagonism of the two national- 


ities might be kept in the least 
harmful adjustment. Anticipations have 
been more than realized, especially at 


this time, for he has brought into this crisis not 
only loyalty to his official trust, but a thorough 
and correct understanding of the position of 
those who were disposed to resent authority. 
“Tam determined to stamp out this disease,” 
he said to-day in speaking of the situation, 
“and to use all necessury force. I feel, 
however, that moral suasion should be 
tested before we resort to stern measures. 
No one has accused me,I believe, of favor- 
ing the French, although am French 
tothe backbone. The best way to serve the in- . 
terests of the city, in my opinion, is to kéép the 
peace. I believe it can he done, and that at the 
same time the health laws can be put into effect. 
1 do not say that there will be no more disturb- 


ance. As a means of guarding against it I 
shall increase the force of mulitary for 
duty to-morrow night, especially at the 


Exposition grounds, and I shall try to prevent 
the collection of large crowds in any quarter. 
This will be done, not because 1 bélieve that 
riotous counsels will prevail among any class, 
but because there will be greater liability that 
the people will gather on the streets to-morrow 
night than on an ordinary night. That is their 
habit on getting their week’s pay, and I reulize 
that we have not yet subdued all the ill-feeling 
that lately broke out. Should to-morrow pass 
quietly the only danger that I can see ahead will 
meet us when we take our first patients 
to the Exposition buildings. The opposition to 
our using them for this purpose is still strong, 
but not as violent as it wasa few days ago. The 
talk of suing the city or myself for taking pos- 
session of the grounds will amount to nothing, 
for I shall move at to-morrow’s meeting of the 
Provincial Board of Heaith that the action of 
the city be confirmed. The motion will doubt-- 


less be adopted, in which case neither 
an injunction nor ae suit can _ interfere 
with us. Opposition cannot stand against a de- 


cree of the Provincial Board. An important 
drawback to effective work has been a lack 
of hospital room. There wiil be no lack of room 
in the Exposition buildings, and I hear many of 
our citizenssayipg that our mistake was in not 
taking possession earlier. Well, we tried to do 
many things before, and there is no 
use in igoking backward. I shall 
the militia on duty until I 
that quiet is again fully assured. Meanwhile 
there is reasoa to hope for wide acquiescence on 
the part of the people in the directions that the 
health authorities have given for ridding Mon- 
treal of the disease. Persuasion and example 
end steady progress in the work that has been 
laid out promise to accomplish what we have 
in view better than any other means. The work 
of vaccination can go on even if placards are 
torn down. I think that if the truth were 
known aversion to having houses placarded has 
no ata manifested alone in the French sec- 
ion. 

All that the Mayor has said or done has been 
as temperate as what he says above, and in the 
position of peculiar. and heavy responsibility 
that he occupies he has had the tact and firmness 
required for such an emergency, and has carried 
himself so as to inspire the confidence of all 
classes. Uncéer his lead both the provincial and 
the local Boards of Health bave been able late- 
ly to push steadily forward, until the plan 
for a decisive fight with the plague is 
in more successful operation than would 
have been possible a week ago, and is fast win- 
ning recegnition and approval throughout the 
city and in thesuburbs. The Provincial Board 
has now issued a statement openly rebuking the 
opposition to vaccination of certain local physi- 
cians. It would have been a bold thing to try to 
put these doctors under official censure a 


week ago, but it mow passes almost 
without remark. The board forbids peo- 
ple changing their residences or selling 


or buying in houses that have been infected. It 
puts a penalty, also, on the exposure of persons 
living in sueh houses on the streets or in public 
places, It was not at all unusual a few days 


since to see children with the disease at play 
on the streets and adults in the same condition 
sitting by their open windows. The prejudice 
against placards may not be overcome, but the 
windows of houses in which there is disease are 
now kept closed as a rule. 

The business men of the city, following in this 
line of progress, have to-day issued a paper by 
which the first houses in every line of trade and 
manufacture pledge themselves not to give 
employment to persons who remain unvac- 
cinated, or whose families are not vaccinated, or 
whose homes are infected. Even the hackmen 
have organized to keep from the street those of 
their craft whose carriages may have served for 
smalinox funerals. All this indicates how ear- 
nest and general is the determination to make up 
for past neglect. 

The plain facts prove that strong measures for 
relief are adopted none to soon. For the six 
days ending last night there were 226 deaths 
in the city and 66 in the suburban 
municipalities. There were 54 deaths yesterday, 
of which were in the city. The record of 
deaths in the city for the weex ending to-night 
will exceed 300, which is the largest number 
in any week in the history of this or any other 
epidemic here, Last week there were deaths 
in the city, of which 225 were French, 13 
were other Catholics, and 6 were Protestants. 
The same proportion is doubtless preserved this 
week. The system cf collecting such data is 
very slow,coming from the cemetery books as 
wellas from the doctors. Of the 245 deaths 166 
were of residents of two of the French wards. 

The plan of the city is simple enough to 
make it easily understood where the disease 
is most active. The city lies on a plain 
that is bordered on the south by the 
St. Lawrence and on thefnorth by hills. The plain 
within the city limits is rectangular, about 
-four miles long, averaging nearly two miles 

wide—St. Marys, St. uis, St. James, and 
St. Lawrence Wards occupy a block, with 
an area equal to fully a mile and a half square. 
At the east end of the rectangle is the 
French quarter of the. city proper, and 
in these wards probably 70,000 
people. On the hill. above these wards are sev- 
eral French suburbs, the most important bei: 

the municipality of  S8t. John Baptiste.. 
Coming back to the plain the business part 
of the city abuts upon the western edge 
of-the French waria. Then there is a section of 















English settlement in which live possibly 40,000 
people. One ward, the western end of the tri- 
angle, is almost entirely Irish. 

The stories that are told of the intermingling 
of diseased and healthy children and the theory 
of the parents that smallpox was a necessary 
evil that ought to be endured at the earliest 
possible time of life are nauseating, as well as 
pitiful, and the fact that the great majority 
of deaths have been of children shows that the 
French at least were at little J pconnce to protect the 
children from the disease. Occasionally a case 
would creep over the lines and strike into the 
English quarter at the St. Lawrence and 8t. 
Henry ends, but the ravages were made 
where prevention was not employed, and the 
lines indicated mark quite accurately where 
barriers were raised. The outward sign ot 
the presence of the disease to-day is a 

uiet, deserted street and closed blinds. 

eople go about the main streets there as 
they do in the —— section, but there are 
side streets, a few blocks long, in .which ey 
block harbors patients. Sometimes the authori- 
ties hear about it and sometimes not. When 
they do they send placards out for such houses. 
The placards suddenly disappear, and until 
fresh ones go up no more is heard fof tthe ma- 
jority of such houses until the cemetery books 
show how the cases ended. The Health Board 
have sent out 5.000 placards. It put- 
ting the figure high to say that 200 remain 
where the officers posted them. The destruction 
of placards and the disinclination of the French 
to report their cases have completely baftiea 
——— to getatthe number of cases, and 
ali estimates come indirectly from the cemetery 
books. It is set down as a rule that 20 

er cent. die of those who get the disease. 

ultiplying the number of deaths by five gives 
the number of cases, as Dearly as any one 
knows. There were 319 deaths in the 
city proper up to Sept. 1 They were 
distributed by months as follows: Six 
deaths in April, 10 in May, 18 in June, 
46in July and 244 in August, There were 852 
deaths in the city proper in September. It is 
on this number that the estimate of 
4,000 cases in the city is based. The to- 
tal deaths to Oct. 1 make 1,171, to which 
enough to amount to 1,500 may be safely 
added from the suburbs, The past five weeks, 
in which the mortality has been heaviest, shows 
for the city that for the week ending Aug. 
28 there were 97 deaths, and for the fol- 
lowing weeks 102, 128, 184, and 245, the last 
number for the week ending Sept. 25. 
There have been more deaths so far thanin any 
former visitation of the smallpox, the next 
highest figure being 896, in 1872. The mortality 
since Sept. has steadily increased to 
date. No one expects it to fall  be- 
low a total of 2,000 for the nine months 
ending with December. There were only a little 
more than 2,500 deaths from the disease in 
the city for nine years previous, and no 
deaths from it+since 1881. The belief of 
the authorities is that, while the new hospital 
buildings will do much to isolate the disease by 
furnishing room for peewee? 2,000 patients, that 
vaccination will be generally accepted and will 
be mainly efficacious in doing what is needed. 
Among to-day’s deaths was Christopher W. 
Massiah, a writer on the Local Times. He had 
been sick a week, having taken the disease 
from going into the French quarter 
for information for his paper. He 
died *at 5 o’clock this morning and 
was buried before noon. His residence was in 
the English quarter, within a stone’s throw of 
the fashionable Windsor Hotel. A communica- 
tion was read at the local Health Board meeting 
to-day from Col. Emmons Clark, transmitting 
a letter from Dr. J. B. Taylor, Chief Inspector 
of the Fourth Division of New-York, on the way 
the disease has been met there by the health au- 
thorities. The letter was in response to a request 
for advice, but it described conditions and a 
system of dealing with them that do not apply 
here. Thesame lack of applicability appeared 
in Jetters from tne health authorities of Boston 
and Philadelphia.

HARRY WILKES BEATS PHALLAS. 








THE WESTERN STALLION TO BE RETIRED 
FROM THE TURF, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 2.—Harry Wilkes 
defeated Phallas in three straight heats on the 
Glenville track to-day, winning the two-thou- 
sand-dollar purse and 90 per cent. of the gate re- 
ceipts. The result was a genuine surprise to 
every one, and local sporting men dropped a 
large amount of money onthe result. A more 
disagreeable day could hardly be imagined, it 
being cold and stormy. A cold, chilling 
wind that came from the nortbeast at noon 
was followed by a drizzling rain. 

It was 2:30 when Harry Wilkes passed the grand 
stand with Frank Van Nessinthesulky. There 
was general clapping of hands,and this was 
repeated amoment later when Phallas came 
dashing down the track with Ed Bithers holding 
the ribbons... Phallas did not seem in his best 
form, and appeared lame, although this was 
hardly perceptible at the start. Wilkes, how- 
ever, was in perfect condition, and in all the 
practice work never left his feet. The track 
was in fair condition when they came out, but 
grew a little slippery under a steady fall of rain 
during the practice work and scoring. 

After four scores,in two of which Phallas 
broke before reaching the wire, the horses went 
away for their first trial. In the pools, after the 
exhibition, Harry Wilkes sold for $50 and Phailas 
for $40. When the horses went away they were 
neck and neck, with Wilkes at the pole. Before 
the first furlong had been trotted Bithers tried 
to pass Wilkes. The increased pace was, how- 
ever, too fast for Phallas, and he went into the 


air, He caught his feet quickly, but had 
lost a length and a half. Wilkes, trotting 
steadily, reached the uarter pole in 0:36. 


Phalias drew up a trifie, and came within 
a length of Wilkes, and then fell back again. 
Wilkes stepped a little faster, however, and the 
next quarter was made in 0:34.5 Down the 
further side of the track Phallas trotted well, 
but the third quarter was only trotted in 0:35 
Here for the first time Phallas seemed to 
recover himself. Herushed up on Wilxes and 
tried to overhaul him. Phailas trotted superbly, 
and forced Wilkes to trot the last quarter in 
0:32) a 2:09 gait. Wilkes won by an open 
length in 2:17%. 
There was a revolution in the pools before the 
second heat, Wilkes selling for $25 and Phallas 
for $11. Thestart in the second heat was even, 
but Phallas broke badly at the first eighth post 
and came down when a lengthand a half behind. 
He settled down to work again, but when close 
up to Wilkes’s sulky on the upper stretch 
again flew into the air. Van Ness, seeing 
how badly Phallas was acting, did not 
urge Wilkes, letting him go to the quarter 
in 0:3534, and to the half in 1:09. Bither im- 
proved his opportunity, and crowded Phallas 
along. Between the half and three-quarter 
ges the stallion trotted grandly, and compelled 
ilkes to do his best. It looked for a moment 
like Phallas’s heat. He was steadily gaining on 
Wilkes, and should have overhauled him at the 
lowerturn. Instead he broke just opposite the 
last red pole, and was out of the race. Wilkes 
panes home in 2:2054, amid the cheers of his 
ackers. 

The pool room was almost deserted now. 
Wilkes’s friends insisted on the box being 
opened, however, and a few pools were sold at 
$25 to $4 on Wilkes, In the third and last heat 
Wilkes had a nose the best of Phallas, who 
broke. He caught himself quickly, however, 
and hustled Harry to the quarter in 0:3434, 
the fastest first quarter of the day. Many 
expected to see Phalias win the heat. He was 
outtrotting Wilkes, but between the quarter and 
half posts broxe twice. Each time Bither caught 
him well, and on the further stretch he again 
showed speed. It iooked a close race home, but 
Phallas put an end to ali hopes by again leaving 
his feet, and Wilkes jogged under the wire in 
2:19% Following is the summary:

KILLED BY AN EXPLOSION 





LOSE THEIR LIVES. 

MANY OTHERS SCALDED OR OTHERWISE 
INJURED—A DEFECTIVE MUD DRUM THE’ 
CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. ‘ 

PirrspurG, Oct. 2.—Shortly after 3 
o’clock this morning a battery of boilers at the 

Solar Iron Works of Clarke & Co., on Thirty- 

sixth-street, exploded with disastrous effect. 

The night turn had just been relieved by the 

day force when the explosion occurred, and 

that portion of the works in the vicinity of the 
boilers was filled with a cloud of steam. It was 
ascertained that the mud drum of the boilers 
had exploded, and that the escaping steam had 
scalded 17 men. Of these, seven were fatally in- 
jured, and the rest badly burned. The injured 
are: 

CATTOR, JAMES—Top of head crushed by a piece of 


flying iron and badly burned; died at West Pennsyl- 
vania Hospital. 

MURRAY, FRANK—A boy; badly scalded; died at 
West Pennsylvania Hospital. 


OOD, CHARLEHS—Puddler; fatally injured b 
fiying débris. “—- . 
GETZ, JOSEPH—A boy: fatally scalded. 
HENDERSON, PATRICK—Shearsman: scalded and 
injured by flying débris: will die. 
TEIN, THOMAS—A boy; terribly scalded; will die. 
DANIELS, WILLIAM—A boy: fatally injured by 
scalding and wounds inflicted by flying timbers. 
MARTIN, }FRANK—Badly scalded about the face and 


arms. 
RICHARDS, DAVID—A boy; scalded and an arm 
broken. « 


ORTH, WILLIAM—A roller; badly scalded. 

GOODE, FRANK—A boy; badly cut on the head. 

SMITH, DavID—A shearsman; badly scalded.

ANDERSON, BARTH—A gauger; burned quite se- 
riously. 

The terrific explosion aroused every one living 
near. A few moments later wives, mothers, and 
children began to rush to the factory, peering 
anxiously into the faces of the gasping men 
seeking to identify their loved ones or inquiring 
in agonized tones if they had escaped. Women 
half dressed, others putting on their clothing as 
they ran, children almost nude and screaming 
at the top of their voices crowded and jostled 
each other in the mad rush for the mill. It was 
an awful scene, and the physicians who had been 
called were almost unnerved at the sight of so 
much human suffering, physical and mental. 
The injured were found lying in all positions, 
some of them so faraway from the battery that 
it seemed impossible that they could have been 
injured by the explosion. The large number of 
boys hurt is accounted for by the fact that they 
were employed to handle the hoop iron which 
was rolled in the mill nearest the boilers. 

It was fully 20 minutes after the explosion be- 
fore the boy Frank Murray was taken from 
under the truck, where he wasthrown. Besides 
being scalded he was terribly crushed by the 
weight of iron that was piled on top of him. 
James Cattoe and Frank Martin suffered most 
from the escaping steam. Those who recover 
will carry marks to remind them of their ex- 
perience as long as they live. Those most 
seriously injured were taken to the hospital, 
while the others were removed to their homes. 

The interior of the finishing mill was a spec- 
tacle of desolation after the accidont. The boil- 
ers, six in number, form a battery which is 
located in the extreme southwest corner of the 
milis. The mud drum runs lengthwise under 
all six boilers, It was the end of this which flew 
out. All the boilers were unseated. Two of 
them were tilted back, and some of them are 


on end. In the rear the whole wall 
of masonry was moved outward. A 
very remarkable feature was the jam- 


ming of the mud drum’s head against one of 
the engines a few yards north of the boilers. 
The burst iron was blown directly against the 
cylinder head of the engine, smashing it to 
pieces and blowing the whole head inward. 
From this the steam rushed out and filled the 
mill. Large stacks of hoop iron were biown all 
over the mill. Machines were upset, rolls turned 
over, and a wheelbarrow was thrown through a 
door. Theiron machines and benches were al) 
thrown together in inextricable masses, under 
which several of the men were buried. 

Chief Engineer Powers says the boilers and 
mud drums were inspected by the Hartford 
Boiler Insurance Company two months ago, 
and were then pronounced safe. Nevertheless 
pieces of the mud drum were found not more 
than 1-32 of an inch in thickness. The explosion 
was caused by the mud eating through the coat- 
ing of the drum. 

Twice pefore accidents of this nature have oc- 
curred at the mill. The first one was five years 
ago, but no one was killed. The second was only 
18 months ago, and although several persons 
were scalded no one was fatally burt. On the 
jJast occasion two men were arrested for tamper- 
ing with the boilers, but there was no proof on 
which to convict them. 








A POLYGAMIST SENTENCED. 

Sat LAKE City, Utah, Oct. 2.—Edward 
Brain was convicted of unlawful cohabitation 
to-day. His latest wife, a Danish girl, testified 
freely as to their marital relations. Brain made 
a long statement to the court, maintaining 
the truth of his belief. of which he said 
he was assured by a direct revelation of God to 
himself. His covenants, he said, were made for 
all eternity, and he would stand by themat ail 
hazards. Judge Zane reminded Brain that two of 
his wives in this “eternal covenant” of which 
he spoke were already divorced from him. His 
first wife was dishonored in her old age. To 
ta:k of this being an “eternal covenant” under 
Divine command was blasphemy, and he was 
tired of hearing such hypocritical cant. The 
court sentenced Brain to six months in jail and 
to pay a fine of $300. 








PURELY IMAGINARY. 
CuricaGo, Oct. 2,—The remarkable story 
of abduction told by Gaetoni Malinaro, the 
Italian laborer, in Justice Lyon’s court yester- 
day, turns out to have been a fiction of 
delirium. His landlord, Debartolo, instead of 
being an arch conspirator, was really a Good 
Samaritan. Malinaro was taken to the County 
Hospital by Debartolo, and there treated for 
pneumonia. He was delirious, and his fancy 
turned the hospital and its attendants into the 
den of horrors described in a dispatch to THE 
Times last night. The “wounds” in his back 

were made by a hypodermic syringe. 





THE MURDEROUS APACHES. 
Tucson, Arizona, Oct. 2.—S. S. Colman 
arrived this morning and reports that Mike 
Noonan, a rancher, was killed yesterday by 
Apaches in his cabin on the east side of the 
Dragoon Mountains, just north of Middle Pass. 


He also reports that a large joy of Indians was 
seen in the Dragoon Mountains last night. Coro- 
ner Matthews telegraphed the information to 
Lieut. Roberts, at Fort Bowie, and has received 
the following reply: “Three companies of 
troops and Crawford with his scouts are sup- 
posed to be inthe Dragoon Mountains. Every- 
thing possible is being done to round up the In- 
dians.” Anencounter between the troops and 
the Indians now seems imminent.

TWO.FIRMS BOYCOTTED.

ONE A TROY‘STOVE HOUSE AND THE OTHER 
A WILLIAMSPORT DEALER. 

WItxLraMsPortT, Penn., Oct. 2—Some 
time ago the Knights of Labor of Troy, N. Y., 
commenced to boycott: the stove manufacturers - 
Fuller, Warren & Co. on account of their em- 
ploying-convict contract labor and blacklisting 
their employes because they had refused to sub- 
mit toa reduction. All the district assemblies 
throughout the country were appealed to, in- 
cluding the assembly of this city. A meeting 
was called last week and a committee was ap- 


pointed to call on the stove dealers and ask 
them not to sell the boycotted firm’s goods until 
such time as the difficulty was adjusted, and 30 
days’ time was given in which to return what 
stock wason haud. Allthe dealers acceded to 
the demands except Linck & Wertine, one of the 
wealthiest business firms in the city, who have 
two large stores and a factory, employing in all 
upward of 200 men. The committee tried to 
reason with the firm, stating that unless they 
returned the stoves they would be compelled to 
boyoott them. At last the committee, on 
Wednesday, issued the following circular, 
<r was scattered broadcast thrcughout the 
city: 

Whereas, Fuller, Warren & Co., of Troy, N. Y.. stove 
manufacturers, have shamefully treated and black- 
listed the men in their employ, and 

Whereas, Linck & Wertine, stove dealers in Will- 
iamsport, Penn., having been waited upon and request- 
ed to discontinue the sale of Fuller, Warren & Co.’s 
stoves, hawe persistently refused to do so; therefore 
we deem it our duty to our brothers in Troy to boycott 
the stoves made and sold under the name of Fuller, 
Warren & Co., also Linck & Wertine, Market-square 
and West Fourth-street, Williamsport, to the fullest 
extent until they cease handling the stoves made by 
this fou) firm. 

By order of the Exccutive Board. D. A. No, 61.” 

This notice caused Linck & Wertine to issue 
a notice in this evening’s papers, in which they 
claim that the committee that cailed upon them 
was very arrogant and made threats. They also 
state that the stock of stoves on hand was paid 
for and that they could not return them. The 
Knights ot Labor, on the other hand, say that 
Linck & Wertine had not paid for their 
goods, and in the face of good advice ordered 
two carloads of stoves last week. In 
Linck & Wertine’s manifesto the Knights of 
Labor are called demagogues, rioters, and a rab- 
bie. This has caused great excitement among 
the leading merchants, most of whom belong to 
the order, and it 1s feared that trouble will fol- 
low. Linck & Wertine threaten to discharge 
all of their men who belong to a union or the 
Knights. This, itis thought, will be the means 
ofa strike. Linck & Wertine’s employes are 
very bitter, and have made complaints that the 
firm has not used them right, and that instead of 
paying them weekly in moneythey give them 
orders on the storekeepers.

He 
was supposed by his relatives to have amassed 
considerable money. it was known that he 
kept no bank account, and asthere were debts 
against the estate, diligent search was made 
throughout his house and premises, but no 
money or valuable papers could be found. It 
was then suggested by some member of the 
family that perhaps the money and valuable pa- 
pers had been buried with the deceased, being in 
his every-day clothes. The body was then taken 
up after being underground for two months, 
and in his coat pocket were valuable papers and 
$2,500 in greenbacks.

HILES DEAL WITH TWEE 


oo 
‘WEAK SPOTS IN THE GOVERNORS 
EXPLANATION. 

A -RECORD-OF DOUBLE DEALING, : DISHON~ 
' ESTY, AND PERJURY — HOW HILL 
CHEATED TWEED—A FALSE.AFFIDAVIT. 
Exmrra, Oct. 2.—If further proof were 
“needed to establish the fact that Thief Tweed 
and David B. Hill organized a newspaper part- 
nership, and that Tweed furnished the money 
with the very distinct understanding that the 
influence of the newspaper and its lawyer editor 
was to be the return for his investment, docu- 
mentary evidence could be found to sub- 





stantiate the damaging disclosure. But the 
Governor does not deny the  partner- 
ship in the affidavit published in the 


morning newspapers of the southern tier. This 
affidavit, to be sure, is signed by Horton Tida, 
the Secretary of the Gazette Company, in which 
Tweed invested $10,000 of the money he stole 
from the city of New-York. The Governor un- 
doubtedly is responsible for its preparation and 
promulgation. He was at Binghamton, about 
40 miles from Elmira, last night, and from Bing- 
hamton was sent out by the Associated Press 
the affidavit of Tidd admitting the Gevernor’s 
partnership with Tweed, but declaring that 
it was a perfectly legitimate transac- 
tion. Mr. ‘Tidd’s affidavit was prepared 
here and was sworn to in the presence of ~us- 
tice of the Peace Henry V. Ransom. But, true 
to his cunning instincts, the Governor sought to 
throw newspaper readers off their guard. In 
order to create the impression that there was no 
prearrangement about the explanation, but that 
it was the natural, affectionate act of a friend, 
the press dispatch was sent out from Bingham- 
ton, where the Governor was stopping, with an 
Elmira date line. The Advertiser, of this city, 
detected the ruse and printed the aflidavit with 
this brief preface: 

“The tollowing Associated Press dispatch, dated El- 
mlra, was sent from Binghamton:” 

The matter is of no great consequence except 
as showing that the Governor revised the ex- 
planation that he makes to the public over the 
signature of a friend, and by admitting the part- 
nership he lessens the labor of proving some 
further allegations which are certain to be made 
against him. But another affidavit exists which 
not only touches on points which Tidd varefully 
avoids, but throws additional light upon the 
plans of Mr. Hill for securing some of T’weed’s 
stolen money for the newspaper venture. 
This affidavit was sworn to by Samuel C., 
Taber, a well known resident of this city. It 
was acknowledged by W. H. S. Scott on the 13th 
of December. 1880. Mr. Taber was then apart 
owner in Mr. Hill’s Gazette, 86 shares being 
credited to him on the books of the concern. 
Mr. Taber, notwithstanding his ownership in 
the Gazette, was actively identified with its 
Democratic rival, the Elmira Free Press. The 
Supervisors bad awarded the printing of 
the session laws to the Free Press and to 
the Republican Advertiser, and Mr. Hilland his 
organ were left out in the cold. The mutter 
went into the courts on a motion of the Gazette\ 
Company for a mandamus to compel the Super- 
visors to recognize the Gazette’s claims to this bit 
of official pap. The motion was argued at the 
Special Term of the Supreme Court at Ithaca, 
before Judge Murray. Ex-Speaker Jerry Mc- 
Guire and E. F. Babcock, the present Postmas- 
ter, both prominent Democrats, who were op- 
posed to Hill and his unscrupulous political 
methods, appeared for the Free Press. John 
Murdoch was counsel for the Gazette and 
Mr. Hill was associated with him. The presen- 
tation of Mr. Taber’s affidavit created a sensa- 
tion in court. Mr. Hill grew red and then pale, 


but he finally summoned his nerve, and with a 
show of indignation demanded that the docu- 
ment be suppressed, on the ground that it con- 
tained matter not before the court. It was, in- 
deed, matter altogether too historical to be rel- 
ished. The incident, like many another in the 
Governor’s poiitical career, was guarded from 
publicity, and vague rumors from time to time 
were all that there was to connect him with the 
partnership with Tweed. Bhat portion of the 
Taber affidavit which caused Mr. Hill to wince 
reads as follows: 

‘“* Some years ago the Gazette was known and recog- 
nized as a Democratic newspaper, but in 1570 the late 
William M, Tweed became its principal owner, and so 
long as he had power, patronage, and money (Oo bestow 
upon or distribute to his friends and tavorites the 
Gazette was knuwn and recognized asa ‘| weed organ. 
After Mr. Tweed retired to private life and ceased to 
contribute money to the support of his favorite triends 
und newspapers, and when Mr. 8. J. Tilden assumed 
that r6le, the Guzette became and has since been known 
and recognized as a Tilden organ. Oathe day that the 
Gazette Company was organized—July 1, Is7U—Mr. Pb. 
H. Atkinson, one of the stockholders and Trustees of 
the said company, offered the following resolution, 
as appears from an exumination of the minutes of the 
said company: 
hon ereaxs, The property of this company consists of 
the Gazette printing office,{materials. goou-wil!. &c., for 
which the sum of $15,000 was paid, unu a working cap- 
ital of $5,000 paid in, which property has been paid for 
as follows. namely: Horton Tidd, $5,000; Krank H, 
Atkinson, $2,000, paid; David B. Hill, $3,000, paid, and 
the balance of $10,000 was paid by persous re presented 
by Edward L. Patrick; therefore ss 

* Reso d, That stock be issued to the said 1'idd, At- 
kinson, and Hill at par to the above stated amounts of 
the cash paid in by them respectively,and tiiat the 
sum of $10,000 be issued to suid Edward L. Patrick 
for the money which he has procuredof others and 

aid in. 
pe. At the time such money was procured by said’ Pat- 
rick the suid Tweed wasa Senator of this State and 
the said Patrick was a member of Assembly trom Che- 
mung County. soon after the issue by the sald Gaze'te of 
the ten-thousand- dollar certificate of stock.as provided 
in the foregoing resolution, the said Patrick assigned 
said certificate to William M. ‘I'weed by a written as- 
signment indorsed on the back of said certificate. 
David B. Hill succeeded the saia Patrick as member 0 
Assembly from Chemung County. in 1871, while 
Tweed was still a Senutor and the said Hill wasa 
member of Assembly, ‘Tweed assigned to said Hill the 
said ten-thousand-dollar certificate of stock of thé 
said Gugette Com y. The capital stock of said 
company is $40,000, and by resolution adopted 
by the compney'4 Trustees it was decided 
to issue to KE. L. Patrick $2,500 in s8-ock 
for his services in procuring the money as afore. 
said and to divide the balance of the $40,000 as follows: 
The sum of $17,500 pro rata to the holders of the vrig- 
toal certificates of the $20,000 first issued atthe time 
when such distribution should be made. On the 21st of 
November, 1871, as appears by the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings 0. said company, tne said balance of 
stock was distributed pro rata as provided in 
the resolution hereinbefore referred to. After Atkin- 
eon, Tidd, and Hill had received their pro rata on 
their original certificates, the following. as the said 
minutes state, occurred: ‘David B. Hill likewise 
produced certificate No. 8, with assignments thereon 
dated June 17, 1871, duly assigning the same to him, 
and upon due cancelation of said certificate, new 
certificate for 200 shares ($10,000) was issued to him, 
and for pro rata thereon certificate No. 16, for 175 
shares, ($8,750,) was issued to said D. B. Hill.’ 

“* he assignment from Senator William M. Tweed to 
Assembivman David B. Hill of the ten-thousand-dol- 
lar certificate of Gazette stock was in writing and in- 
dorsed on the back of the original certificate, which 
was issued to HK. L.WPatrick and_ assigned by him to 
Tweed. The assignment from .Tweed to Hill bears 
date as stated in the foregoing extract from the min- 
utes from the [ghracoromn of the Gazette’s Trustees, 
and by the same minutes it is further shown that the 
said Hill received. upon the surrender of the Tweed 
certificate for $10,000, other certificates tothe amount 
of 750, so that of the amount of stock owned by said 
Hill in the Gazette company $18,750 thereof came tc 
Hi through the assignment from Tweed to him, which 
assignment was witnessed by S. Foster Dewey, the pri- 
vate secretary of Tweed.” 

Gov. Hill, in defending his business relations 
with,William M. Tweed makes some statements 
in tMe affidavit of his friend Tidd, that warrant 
examination, and perhaps require explanation. 


The Governor, that is to say Mr. Tidd, spoke of 
his oid political intimate, Co). Patrick, as a man 
of “* good standing and reputation,” who ** per- 
sonaily undertook to procure the stock’’in the 
Gaze to taken from outside, but at the 
same time subscribed in his own name 
for $10,000 of the stock. He represented 
that Mr. Tweed, then a ieader of the 
party in New-York City, would furnish him the 
money, and “the money was furnished undis- 
guisedly by Mr. Tweed.” Itis unnecessary to 
dwell jong upon the character of the man “of 
good standing and reputation.” If dishonorable 
dismissal from the army, for crooked transac- 
tions in enlistments, and a three months’ im- 
prisonment in the chester Penitentiary for 
‘cheating the Government in the matter of pen- 
sions, are essentials to good standing an uta- 
tion, then the Governor's intimate political 
ASSOC: was well equipped for a journey 
through life. 

But the Governor, in the person of Mr. Tidd, 


. swears that *“*the money was furnished undis- 


guisedly. by Mr. Tweed,” and that ** the transac- 
tion was an open, straightforward business 
matter, without concealment or wrong of any 
kind.** The Governor must be mistaken. The 
Governor, then plain D. B. Hill, reorranized the

had such a paper in his possession. Mr. Patrick 
accordingly took the train for Pennsylvania, 
and there at a banking institution in the town 
of Athens he negotiated Mr. Tweed's check, 
bringing back with him the very money that 
Was employed to vitalize the nerd Gazette. The 
Colonel got beyond the jurisdiction of the laws 
of the State of New-York, and it was, of course, 
more convenient to travel 20 miles to get 
such a check cashed than it was to go 
around the corner to a bank in Elmira, The 
Colonel made further deposits of Tweed's 
money in the Athens bank in the next few 
months. More than $20,000 he hid snugly away 
beyond the reach of any prying officers of the 
State of New-York. As his partner and his 
legal adviser, David B. Hill was perfectly well 
aware of whatthe Colonel was doing. He also 
knew what he was about himself. He knew 
that he and the Colonel were using every effort 
to cover up their connection with Tweed. 

The Governor, in the affidavit of nis proxy, 
Mr. Tidd, makes this further deciaration: 

“This was in July, 187U, before there had been 
any exposure of the frauds in New-York City, and be- 
fore Mr. Hill had been elected to any office whatever. 
The next Fall Tweed was exposed, and being in tr. nbie 
Gesired to sell his newspaper stock. He offered it to 
divers parties in E)mira, but could not readily dispose 
of it. It was not a controlling interest, being only one- 
Ttourth of the whole capital stock, and was not very 
Yaluable, as the newspaper was not financial! 
a success. The Trustees opened negotiations wit 
Tweed, who was very anxious to sell, and finally, being 
offered 50 cents on the dollar for his stock, he 
reluctantly accepted. In cehalf of the company, the 
Trustees, to wit, B, H. Atkinson, David B. Hill, and 
myself, purchased the stock, paying therefor $5,00u in 
cash and borrowing the money ofa prominent cupital- 
ist of Eimira and giving our joint note for the amount, 
which we paid in twoor three years thereafter. ‘i hat 
purchase ended forever Mr. Tweed's Snterest in the 
Gazette. He had the right to seli. and we had the 
right to buy. It was ag a a business transaction 
throughout, we paying all, if not more, than the stock 
was really worth in the market.” 

Innocent Tidd! Innocent Hill! Whata pair 
todrawto! When Vatrick was discarded and 
Tweed was drawn in, what a hand to contem- 
plate! Several questions are asked by lawyers 
who have tueday examined the Tidd—that is to 
say Gov. Hill’s—affidavit. If, as is therein al- 
leged, Atkinson, Tidd, and Hill actuaily made 
the note of $5,000 with which to purchase the 
*““old man’s” shares, to whom was that note 
given? When, it ever, was the note 
paid? Was it not rather a blind to 
cover their gratuity from Tweed for the 
past services of Patrick and the prospective 
services of Hill, who was then in training for 
the Assembly of 1871? If this note was actually 
made by these three men, how does it occur 
that the stock for which it was alleged to have 
been given was assigned by Tweed in certificate 
No. 17 to D. B. Hill individually? Tweed was 
cheated by his partner. He supposed when 
he sent his lMeutenant, now a Custom House 
employe, to Elmira to sell his ten-thousand 
dollar certificate, that it actually represent- 
ed a one-half interest in the Gazette. The 
lieutenant§ so believed, for he had Tweed’s word 
for it. Col. Patrick, who received $2,500 worth 
of stock for enlisting Tweed in the publishing 
business with D. B. Hill,was quite as unfortunate 
as the ‘Boss.’ When he was arrested soon 
after for fraudulent pension transactions, he 
callea in Lawyer Hill for counsel, and for his 
services assigned to him his $2,500 worth of 
stock. It was worth thatand moreto Mr. Hill 
for the risk that he took as a lawyer, 
for he drew up an affidavit when the da 
for trial came, alleging that his client was seri- 
ously ill and could not appear. The case accord- 
ingly went over. But on that same day a gentle- 
man who livesin Elmira and whose name only 
needs to be mentioned to receive the promptest 
recognition as that of a man of integrity and 
veracity was in Albany. There in one of the 
hotels he encountered the sick Col. Patrick. 
When he remarked that he understood that he 
was a verysick man, the client of Mr. Hill 
grinned at the innocence of the court. 
Tne trick cost the Colonel dear. An 
effort was made to. settle his case 
with the Government, but United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Richard Crowley indignantly 
spurned the offer, saying that he had been de- 
ceived and outrageously treated already by the 
Colonel's counsel, David B, Thereupon 
the client pleaded guilty to the charge of hav- 
ing forged pension papers to the amount of 
nearly $1,000, and was sentenced by the Judge 
at Rochester to pay a fine of $5,000 and to spend 
three months in the Monroe County Peniten- 
tiary. Thus it came about that David B. Hill, 
now Democratic caadidate for Governor of the 
State of New-York, absorbed the newspaper 
stock of a client and administered upon the 
stock of his partner Tweed. 


COAL MINES CLOSED.

ONION DICTATION CAUSES TWO THOUSAND 

MEN TO BE DISCHARGED, 
WHEELING, West Va, Oct. 2.—A fresh 
jabor trouble has broken out among the coal 
miners in this vicinity, and one which af- 
fords good opportunity for a row. In- 
deed, there was a very marrow escape 
from a serious riot at the Wheeling Creek mines 
last evening. The cause of this new troubie is 
as follows: Abouta week agoa committee of 
miners working for the Pittsburg and Wheeling 
Coal Company waited upon the managers 
and informed them that their men had joined 


the National Association, and made the demand 
that a discharged workman, Michael Morgan, be 
reinstated, or another union man _ hired in his 
place. Mr. Walters, one of the Superintend- 
ents, went to Cleveland and had a consulta- 
tion with the Directors, the result of 
which was a determination to closs all 
the mines of the company between Cleve- 
land and Wheeling and discharge the men 
over 2,000 in number. This order went into 
effect to-day, and to-night all the large mines 
belonging to the company in Belmont County, 
Ohio, opposite this City, were shut down until 
non-union men can be obtained. At 
the Wheeling Creek mines two Italians 
refused to join the union and announced 
that they would resume work, when they were 
set upon by a mob and narrowly escaped being 
killed. The union to which the miners belon 
is the National Amalgamation, recently forme 
at Indianapolis, and includes nearly all the coal 
mine hands inseyen of the nine principal coal 


wining States. 
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DR. EMMA LEE HUDSON. 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 2.—Dr. Emma Lee 
Hudson, who swindled various firms and private 
individuals in this city, and who was to-day re- 
leased from Blackwell's Island prison after 
serving a three] mouths’ sentence for simi- 
lar offenses in New-York, arrived here this 
eyening in charge of Inspector Leggett. She 
will pass to-night in Charles-Street Jail, and in 
the morning will be arraigned in the Superior 
Court. The specific charge preferred against 
her is the larceny of clothing and valuables 
from an invalid lady named French, who was 
under Mrs. Hudson’s treatment, Pawn tick- 
ets for the stolen articles have been 
recovered. It is stated that a number 
of Boston and Worcester pawn __ tickets 
which were found upon her person at the time 
of her arrest in New-York were delivered to Mrs. 
Hudson's daughter anda by her destroyed, there- 
by removing much damaging evidence against 
the prisoner. Mrs. Hudson asserts that she has 
no knowleage of wrong-doing while in Boston, 
and claims that her mind was and still is unbal- 
anced.

SEIZURE OF CONTIGUOUS TERRITORY EX- 
PECTED—TURKEY’S MILITARY ACTIVITY 

BISMARCK ADVISING THE SULTAN, 

Nissa, Oct. 2—The meeting of the 
Skuptschina yesterday has resulted in'Servia de- 
manding an extension of territory. The popu- 
lace are clamoring for the annexation of 
Macedonia. It is probable, owing to the large 
army which Servia has in the field, that she will 
speedily seize contiguous territory, thus making 
more dificult the solution of the Balkan ques- 
tion. The Government opposes a project of the 
Deputies to proclaim King Milan King of Mace- 
donia. Ten thousand cavalry are being raised 
from the landwebr for frontier duty. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 2.—The Suitan is 
receiving counsel from Prince Bismarck re- 
specting the Roumelian question, and it is 
probable that he will adopt a policy in harmony 
with the German Chancellor's suggestions. 

Great activity prevails in all the various bu- 
reaus of the War Office. Troops are rapidly 
arriving here and are being as quickly dis- 
patched to Tripoli, Salonica, and Dedagatch. 
Marshal Fouad Pasha has started for Adrianople. 

The first formal meeting of the Ambassadors 
to consider the Roumelian question will be hel¢ 
on Monday next, when Said Pasha, the new 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, arrives from Berlin, 
where he has, until the recent change of Minis- 
try, been Turkish Ambassador. 

The officers of the garrison here resent the 
Sultan's pacific policy. Osman Pasha is retained 
at the Palace, and is virtually a prisoner. 

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 2.—M. de Giers, the 
Russian Foreign Minister, in the absence of the 
Czar, who has gone to Elsinore, to-day received 
the Bulgarian deputation at Fredericksberg. 
The mission of the delegation is to secure the 


Czar’s recognition of the union of Bulgaria and 
Roumelia. 


ATHENS, Oct. 2.—The Greek Government 
has obtained an advance of £500,000 from the 
National Bank. The Joan, it is said, was effected 
in order to meet the necessary expenses for de- 
fensive operations in view ot the possibility of 
the Roumelian difficulty spreading. The Cham- 
ber of Deputies has been convoked to meet on 
the 23d inst. 


Bucuarest, Oct. 2.—The King of Rou- 
mania has declared that he has not formed an 
alliance with either Greece or Servia, and that 
Roumania only seeksa neutral position in the 
event of the Roumelian question resulting in 
war. 


Lonpon, Oct. 3.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Daily News says there is good 
authority for the statement that at the first meet- 
ing of theconference on the Roumelian question 
Turkey will propose that the status quo in Rou- 
melia be restored. It is believed that Russia, 
Austria, Germany, and Italy will support Tur- 
key’s proposal. Qn the other hand, the fact 
that Count Szechenyi, the Austrian Ambassador, 
visited Prince Bismarck at Friedrichsruhe im- 
mediately after the visit of M. de Giers is be- 
—— to imply a difference between Austria and 

ussia, 

Gabriel Pasha has been liberated and has left 
Sophia for Constantinople. Part of the Widdin 
garrison has been sent to Sophia. This is regarded 
as proof of improved relations between Bulgaria 
and Servia. A number of German officers on 
the retired list are offering their services to 
Prince Alexander. 

M. de Giers demands that the powers assent to 
armed intervention by Russia if the Servians 
enter Macedonia. 

The Porte is hurrying troops from the mari- 
time Provinces of Asia to Salonica. Two thou- 
sand men left Smyrna vy F The Porte has 
obtained an advance of £1,000,000 from Galata 
bankers. 

Count von Miinster, the German Ambassador, 
in an interview with Lord Salisbury to-day, im- 
parted Prince Bismarck's views on the Roume- 
lian question. 

Six thousand Russians have entered Bulgaria. 
This number represents the agasenate of isolated 
volunteers that have arrived so far in a private 
capacity, such as commercial travelers, clergy- 
men, &c. 

Roumania is pushing forward rapidly the 
work on her frontier defenses. 

A dispatch to the Daily Telegraph says that 
6,000 Russians haye crossed the Danube into Bul- 
garia and reached Roumania by special‘trains in 
the night. 

A large amount of Bulgarian notes has been 
sent to Rustchuk from St. Petersburg. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN ENGLAND. 
MR. CHAMBERLAIN ON THE HOUSE OF PEERS 
—SIR CHARLES DILKE’S MARRIAGE. 
Lonpon, Oct. 2.—Mr. Chamberlain ad- 
dressed a Liberal meeting at Bradford last even- 
ing. In the course of his speech he dwelt at con- 
siderable length upon the attitude of the House 
of Lords in obstructing legislation and refusing 
to give their assent to measures passed in the 
House of Commons, Upon the general 
principle of the necessity of doing away 
with this obstruction Mr. Chamberlain de- 
clared that the Liberals of all shades of opinion 
were united. When, however, it was proposed 
to name a definite time for effécting this reform, 
or when the question of the expediency of per- 
coving a the popular chamber of Parliament to 
take the Peers in hand was mooted, then the 
Liberals were at once split up into numerous 
and conflicting camps. Some were in favor of 
the most radical measures; others were content 
to await for the slow progress of events to fur- 
nish a solution to the problem. Further resist- 
ance on the part of the Peers to the will of tne 
people as expressed by the House of Commons 
could not be tolerated. Such a course, Mr. 
Cnamberlain believed, would result in the Speak- 
er of the House of Commons being made a vir- 
tual dictator, clothed with powersample enough 
to enable him to deal effectively with all cases 

of obstruction.

MORE TESTIMONY IN THE SOUTH 
PENNSYLVANIA DISPUTE. 
PRESIDENT GEORGE B. ROBERTS, OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA ROAD, EXAMINED AS A 
WITNESS BEFORE EXAMINER WEISS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 2.—The most inter- 
esting testimony that has yet been developed in 
the hearing before Examiner Weiss in the equity 
suit to restrain the transfer of the Beech Creek 
and South Pennsylvania Railroads was brought 
out to-day. It wasshown that President George B. 
Roberts, of the Pennsyivania Railroad Company, 
would be the principal witness, and this knowl- 
edge served to comfortably fill Parlor C at the 
Continental Hotel with an interested audience of 
capitalists and railroad men. The full details of 
the deal were told by President Roberts. At 
the beginning of the session Vice-President 
Green was recalled, and produced the receipt 
from J. Pierpont Morgan for the delivery of 
the $5,600,000 debenture bonds of the Bedford 
and Bridgeport Railroad Company. He had 
been instructed to deliver the bonds by Vice- 
President Thaw, of the Pennsylvania Company. 
The latter company was to receive the securi- 
ties of the American Construction Company in 
exchange. The construction company was to 
build the South Pennsylvania Road. President 
Roberts was then called, and said that he was 
President of the Pennsylvania Company, the 
Northern Central, and other corporations, the 
names of which he could not recall. He was first 
spoken to on the subject of securing control of 
the South Pennsylvania and Beech Creek Roads 
about three years ago when Mr. Twombly and 
Mr. Barnes, of New-York, calied at his office 
and said that they hada charter for a road to 
cover the lower tier of counties. They were 
anxious to lease the line constructed as a feeder 
to the Pennsylvania and wanted to know where 
they could secure arrangements with the Penn- 
sylvania Kailroad Company for an interchange 
of business, provided the line was built, They 
wanted to make a traflic agreement at 
once, but were told that it was not 
the policy of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company to enter into such an agreement until 
it was assured that the money could be raised 
for the consummation of the project. They sub- 


sequently submitted a contract, but on account 
of some objectionable features it was rejected 
by Mr. Roberts, who heard nothing further of 
the project until it had assumed the shape of 
line west from Harrisburg and connecting wit 
the Reading Railroad. Mr. Carnegie {and other 
subscribers of the South Pennsylvania syndicate 
had called on him, and wanted to know whether 
the road could be connected with the Pennsyl- 
vania system, The witness declined considera- 
tion of the matter because he thought the 
Paste required too much money. 

* That was the lastI heard of the matter,” 
continued Mr. Roberts, * until August of iast 
year, when I met Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt at Sara- 
toga. Hetold methat he was anxious to sell 
out his interest in the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
and particularly wished to withdraw from the 
South Pennsylvania scheme. He wanted to 
know whether the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany was willing to negotiate with him. lre- 
plied that the time was approaching when some- 
thing should be done to inaugurate a change in 
the trunk line business, and I think he said he 
would send his son-in-law to me. Mr. Twom- 
bly called on me and we discussed the matter 
generally, but parted without doing anything. 
Mr. Vanderbilt had said that he wished to with- 
draw from the active management of his Penn- 
sylvania roads, but was willing to allow his in- 
vestments to stand.” 

“What corporation did Mr. Vanderbilt desire 
to relinquish ?”’ interrupted Mr. Cassidy. 

“Mr. Vanderbilt had the Reading, Beech 
Creek, South Pennsylvania, and Youghbiogheny 
lines,’ was the reply. ‘* Mr. Vanderpilt did not 
want to relinquish his interestsin these proper- 
ties, but desired to turn over their management 
to the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. I was 
next visited in March, 1885, by Gen. gee in 
reference to the Beech Creek Road, when I told 
him that I thought he had better turn over that 
road to ourinterest. He was willing to do so if 
his interests in Pine Creek could be protected. I 
said that Ithought that could be arranged, I 
added that it would be better for the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad if it took the South Pennsyl- 
vania in connection with the Beech Creek. In 
April he telegraphed me from New-York that 
he did not think an understanding could be 
reacbed on that basis and desired to witharaw. 
I met Mr. Depew after hiselection as President 
of the New-York Central, and he talked to me 
ot the necessity of his road getting control of 
the West Shore.” 

** What were you to get ?’’ asked Mr. Cassidy. 

“The control of Mr. Vanderbilt’s railroad 
property in this State,’ answered Mr. Roberts. 
“J had an interview with Mr. Pilerpont Morgan 
at my office in June. He said that he thought it 
necessary that some understanding should be 
reached among the larger railroads for securing 
better rates. asked him for suggestions to 
that end, and he replied that hethought tne 
New-York Central wa3 prepared to assume 
under certain conditions the obligations of the 
West Shore Railroad. He outilned the condi- 
tions. I told him that 1 thought that was satis- 
factory. The object of getting control ot the 
West Shore was to prevent undue competition 
in through business. I then called his attention 
to the South Pennsylvania. 

**IT next saw Mr. Morgan on {board his yacht, 
where we decided to meet so that nobody would 
know where we were. Mr. Depew and Mr. 
Thomson were present atthat interview. It was 
agreed that the Vanderbilt interest would carry 
out the proposition suggested by them if we 
would assume the obligations in Pennsylvania. 
Our next interview occurred at Mr. Thomson's 
house, at Marion, at which Mr. Twombly, Mr. 
Thomson, Gen. Magee, and myself were present. 
In these negotiations ii was not acting as Preai- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany.”

A STATUE OF ROBINSON CRUSOE. 
From the Edinburgh Scotsman. 

It is not generally known that the fish- 
ing villageof Largo in Fife—made famous in 
the popular song of “The Boatie Rows "—lays 
claim to the honor of being the birthplace of 
Alexander Selkirk, the prototype of Defce’s 
“Robinson Crusoe.” The story goes that 
he was born in the village of Largo 


in 1676, and that he left his native 
shores in disgust at the interference of 
the Session of the parish in a squabble which he 
had with his brother. After his residence on 
Juan Fernandez Selkirk is said to have returned 
to his native village, and brought with him his 
gun, sea chest, and cap which he bad with him 
when “monarch of all he. surveyed’ on the 
desolate island. The inhabitants of Largo 
are proud of their connection with this 
most popular hero of fictional litera- 
ture, and are still able to show the 
veritable cottage, situated in the square near to 
the sea, where Selkirk passed his early days. 
The gun and sea chest used also to be ex- 
hibited. Some time ago a public movement 
was set on foot to raise subscriptions for 
the purpose of erecting a monument to 
“Crusoe” in Largo. The money, however, 
came in so slowly that one of the local magnates, 
Mr. David Gillies, net manufacturer, came for- 
ward and offered to bear the whole expense of 
the scheme. As the result of this public-spirited 
action, there has just been completed by Mn T. 
Stuart Burnett, A. R. 8. A., a Mfe-like statue in 
bronze of ** Robinsin Crusoe,” which will shortly 
be placed in a niche in * Crusoe’s Cottage,” in the 
principal street of the village. The statue, which 
stands about six feet in height, is spiritedly de- 
signed and creditably 6xecuted. It-has certain- 
ly the merit of telling its own story. There is 
no mistaking who the figure is intended to 
represent; to all who have read the romance 
—and who has not?—it looks like an old 
friend. ‘** Crusoe” is clad in his rough coat of 
goatskins, with short, ragged breeches of the 
same material. His muscular legs are bare from 
the knee downward, and his feet are incased in 
skin sandals laced with leathern thongs. The 
left hand, slightly advanced, grasps a long rifle, 
while the right shades the eyes, which are 
raised expectant like to the sea in the 
hope of catching a glimpse of a resowng 
saul. An old Scottish short claymore, slung 
from the right shoulder, hangs by the left side; 
in the belt is a large flint-lock pistol and by the 
right side hangsa short axe. The head is coy- 
ered with a lowskin cap. The face, with shag- 
gy whiskersand mustache, is satisfactorily mod- 
eled, and wears upon it an appropriate expres- 
sion. The statue will form an interesting addi- 
tion to the attractions of the village. It may be 
mentioned that the casting was made from the 
clay in the foundry of Sir John Steell.

THE«PERIHELION OF SATURN. 


Fronvthe Providence Journal, Sept. 24, 
October’s starlit sky presents one promi. 
nent subject for observation and study. It is 
the perihelion of Saturn. This long expected 
epoch takes place on the 2ist,.at 7 o’clock in 
the morning. It is 2944 years since the occur: 
rence of a similar event, and during that time 
Saturn has traveled more than 5,000,000,000 miles, 
and now looks the sun in the face from a stand- 
point 100,000,000 miles nearer to the central orb 
than when, 15 years ago, he passed aphelion, or 
his most distant point from the sun. Fortunatts 
ly, at the same time, the earth approaches 
a point where her.small orb is almost between 
thesun and Saturn, and profits largely by the 
proximity. The increased size and clearer ra- 
diance bear testimony to the nearer neighbor- 
hood of the ring-girdled planet. But itis almost 
absurd to speak of the nearness of an object 
whose mean distance from the sun is 881,000,000 
miles. We are at sea without a pilot in seek- 
ing to comprehend dimensions where a mil- 
lion miles is the measuring unit. We can, how- 
ever, see results in the beauty and brightness of 
a planet that, 15 years hence, will shine with a 
dull murky Hight in striking contrast with 
his present serene aspect. Astronomers who 
make Saturnian investigation a specialty will 
gladly improve the favorable conditions. It 
will not be unexpected if they find out whether 
the dark spaces between the rings are merely 
Shadings in or between the myriad satellites 
that make them up, or even if aninth moon 
should be found fuintly gieaming among its 
brethren. 

Nearly a generation of those who now tread 
the earth will sicep peacefully in its bosom 
while this wonder of thé skies traverses the vast 
path that forms his circuit round ‘the sun. A 
generation of men lives and dies in one Saturnian 
year! Well may it be said that the study of 
astronomy promotes humility, teaching as 
no other science can‘ the insignificance of hu- 
manity. For what is our earth, with her one 
moon, by the side of the‘peerl Saturn with 
his complex array of rings, mOdns, and beitsi 
The earth, however, has reached her perfection 
of development, while the primeval tires of 
Saturn still burn. When animate life reigns 
on this superb planet the earth will be a 
dead world cooled down to the condition of our 
satellite, where life and moisture are unknown, 
Mars and Mercury will probably succumb to 
the law of finevitable decay before the earth 
dies, on account of their smaller dimensions, 
Venice keeping pace more nearly with her 
twin sister. Thefour giant planets will then 
rejoice in their turn in the perfection of 
oe ove development, and take the places in 
he material scale now occupied by their more 
insignificant brethren. But millions of years 
will be uired to effect these changes, and 
meanwhile the inhabitants of this little planet 
can do nothing but behold the process of world- 
making on tthe larger —€ and the process of 
decay on the smaller planets, while they wait 
patiently for what is to comb. 


TERRIBLE TALE OF THE SE Ag 
From the Edinburgh Scotsman. 

An-account of what Capt. Morland 
calis one of the most remarkable escapes on 
record appears in the Times of India on the 25th 
of August. If this story be true, an Arab sea- 
man, Abdoola bin Ahmed by name, lived with- 
outeither food or water for 18 days and drifted 
upward of 500 miles in an empty tank before 
striking the coast.of Cutch. A large bugla, the 
Jabree, owned in Bombay, foundered on the 


9th of June off Ras-al-Had while on the voyage 
to Muscat. The crew numbered 60 souls, and 
there were 40 passengers on board, 7 of 
whom managed to climb into an empty water 
tank that had been washed off the deck as the 
bugla sank amid the “* whistling of the wind 
andthe apparition of men and spirits in the 
sea.” Here in this tank the seven men lived for 
10 days without either food or water; but after 
the tenth day one person died daily, the bodies 
being flung overboard. The tank drifted on to- 
ward the coast of Cutch at the rate of 28 miles 

day. Thesixth man died while within sight o 

land, and the seventh managed to crawl ashore 
at Jackao, in Cutch. He saw a Pir’s (a saint's) 
place with a flag. but it was deserted. ‘*And 
as I was,” he —,. quite naked, I apologized 
myself to the ir and appropriated bis 
flag to cover my _ loins.” e also found 
@ pot of millet; but this, on account of 
his parched throat, he could not touch 
until he had moistened it with sea water. Thus 
refreshed, he was able to finda human habita- 
tion, where he was kindly treated, and where he 
— up for a long time with fever. The 
tank and the corpse were found in confirmation 
of his story, and the only question is as to the 
length of time that had elapsed since the bugla 
foundered. There was a violent storm in the 
Gulf of Aden about the beginning of June, and 
Capt. Morland does not seem to doubt the accu- 
racy of the date given by Abdoola bin Ahmed. 
He suggests, however, that the vessel must have 
foundered. much further south than Ras-al-Had. 





TRE GROWTH OF DENVER. 

A new Chamber of Commerce and Board 
of Trade Building in Denver, Col., was formally 
dedicated Sept. 22d. President Woodbury, in 
his address, said: ‘“‘One of the earliest state- 
ments I remember to have heard when I ar- 
rived in Denver a young man, and when the 
population was about 2,000, was that Denver 
had nothing from which a city could be made, 


and never would have. From stray nooks I 
have heard the same dismal crank every year 
since, but Denver has steadily continued 
to prosper. The man who stood at the cor- 
ner watching and waiting for disaster was 
hustled aside by $4 a day workmen erecting 
ai2 percent. per annum ae for the live 
man, and went to the County Commissioners 
for a situation in the poorhouse. Colorado has 
four great industrial kings, viz., agriculture, 
— ores, live stock, @nd manufacture. 

an any populous Eastern State claim such an 
array of resources? They all have one, some of 
them two, but none have the four, Will not the 
same results follow the same conditions in Col- 
orado as in Massachusetts? Possessing the nate 
ural resources, is it anything but a question of 
time when they will be equally asextensively em< 
ployed? Ten yearsago not one of these Colo- 
rado kings contributed materially to the business 
of Denver. To-day they aggregate from 
$80,000,000to $40,000,000. ‘the raw materials for 
manufacture still mostly lie untouched under 
the rocks and the sod; yet the men engaged in 
Denyer manufacturing equal the entire popula< 
tion of the city a little more than 10 years ago. 
Tens of thousands of farmers can still find 
watered lands north, south, and east of the city.

Local live stoc 
industries that should employ thousands of men 
are still awaiting development. These are 
among the taper ae angele, the certainties— 
and one of the objects of your organization is 
to assist in-working them out.”

The “ combination” is 
10W said to control at least 17 out of the 24 As- 
tembly district organizations, and if Jobn Keliy 
jhould not come back soon and help bis friends 
m the other seven districts they will all be ‘*dis- 
piplined” a. the manner that was applied 
to Mr. McCue. Thisis the threat that was openly 
made last night before the opening of the meet- 
ng. 

The meeting was called to order by Vice- 
Chairman Grant, the roll of districts was called, 
and the tickets for the various local conven- 
tions were distributed. Mr. Edward F. Reiily, 
who has succeeded Mr. McCue in the wl poe 
of the Sixth District, was applauded when he 
received the tickets for his district. 

A resolution was passed authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a committee to furnish the usual 
facilities for naturalizing citizens who may de- 
sire to,vote the Tammany ticket at the coming 
election. 

Ex-Assemblyman Peter Mitchell suggested 
that some action should be taken to indorse the 
State ticket, and Assemblyman Jacob A. Cantor 
said that he’ had hurriedly prepared some appro- 
priate resolutions, which he thereupon proceed-

A STATEMENT FROM ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
GARLAND—THE SUIT NOT AUTHORIZED 
BY HIM. 

The Tribune of yesterday publishes the 
following statement made to its Washington 
correspondent by Attorney-General Garland in 
relation to the Memphis suit against the Bell 
Telephone Company: 


** So faras my official connection with this suit 
is concerned the story is a short one, and was 
really all told in my dispatch published in the 
newspapers. I did not authorize the bringing 
of the suit, nor did I know that such a suit hud 
been instituted until I received the dispatch 
asking if 1 had authorized it. I will say this: 
One hot day in the Summer—probably about the 
end of July or the beginning of August—Gen, 
Casey Young, of Memphis, came in here accom- 
panied by Col. Gantt, a lawyer of Memphis; Mr. 

an Benthuysen, whom I had never met be- 
fore, and another gentleman whose name I do 
not recall. They brought a number ot docu- 
ments with them, and explained that they had 
come to make an application in behalf of the 
Pan Electric Company, to havea suit brought 
by meas Attorney-General of the United States 
to annul the Bell patent. I replied that ; could 
not consider such an application. One of them 
then asked me several questions which I declined 
to answer, when Col. Gantt, or Gen. 
Young, spoke out and said: ‘The At- 
torney-General is right; he cannot answer 
those questions.’ There the conference ended 
and the gentlemen withdrew. They presented 
no written application, or other papers to me, 
neither did they urge, as perhaps they might 
have done, that simply because I was an indi- 
vidual stockholder in the Pan Electric Company 
I would not be justified as Attorney-General 10 
refusing to consider an application from other 
stockholders to have the Government bring a 
suit arainst the Bell Company and denying them 
@ proper and legal remedy. That phase of the 
subject was not raised or discussed, and the mat- 
ter was not brought to my attention again by 
any person until last week. Neither did I ever 
mention it to the Solicitor-General, who author- 
ized the bringing of the suit in my absence, and 
he will tell you so. 1 have been a stockholder in 
the Pan Electric Company since it was organ- 
ized, some two years ago. I acquired my stock 
when I was a private citizen, atleast so for as 
any connection present or prospe tive with the 
Department of Justice was concerned.” 

he correspondent then saw Solicitor-General 
Goode, who said: **As soon asIcould see the 
Attorney-General to-day I mentioned the public 
criticism on account of the action of the depart- 
ment in authorizing the bringing of the suit to 
set aside the Bel! patents, and told him that I de- 
sired to shoulder the entire responsibility of that 
action and to be held accountable if any mistake 
had been made, for I had issued the order after 
a careful investigation of the subject and wholly 
without regard to the question as to who were 
the parties in interest. I desire to repeat that 
statement to you in the most comprehensive 
and emphatic manner possible and to say further 
that Mr. Garland never mentioned the subject of 
the telephone litigation to me, and that I did not 
know when I acted in the case that he had ever 
been asked to begin such asuit. The facts are 
as follows: Mr. Garland left Washington on 
the evening of Aug. 27, and I became Act- 
ing Attorney-General under the law. On 
Aug. 31, four days after Mr. Garland’s depart- 
ure, District Attorney McCorry, of the Western 
District of Tennessee, addressed me a letter 
from Jackson, Tenn. In that letter he set forth 
the grounds for his belief that the Bell patent 
was fraudulently obtained, and applied for au- 
thority to begin proceedings toannulit. Ire- 
ceived Mr. McCorry’s letter on the morning of 





Sept. 2. On the same morning Senator Harris 
and ex-Congressman Casey Young were in my 
office to discuss the matter. We talked it over, 
and I told them that I would investigate and 
consider it and give my decision the next morn- 
ing. I went over the case with great care, and 
the next morning when Gen. Young called for 
my answer I informed him that I had already 
authorized the District 7! to begin the 
suit. That is all there is of it, If any mistake 
has been made or wrong done I alone am re- 
sponsible. I simply examined the matter to see 
whether the proposed proceeding would be reg- 
ular, and I not only became satisfied on that 
score, but was convinced that it was the only 
manner in which the validity of the Bell patents 
could be tested.” 








SOUTHERN CROPS. 





A SMALL INCREASE IN COTTON AND THE 
LARGEST CORN CROP KNOWN. 

NEw-ORLEANS, La., Oot. 2.—The Times- 
Democrat published yesterday eight columns of 
crop reports from its special correspondents 
throughout the cotton belt. During the month 
ot September, and especially in the latter half, 
the weather has been unfavorable in Mississippi, 
Louisiana, and portions of Alabama, Arkansas, 
and Tennessee. Frequent and heavy rains have 
prevented picking, caused the seed to sprout 
in the boll, beat out the matured staple, 
and caused the splitting of the unmatured 
bolls. This has cut down the prospective 
yield of September in the sections mentioned 
considerably. In Texas, however, the weather 
has been generally favorable, and the picking 
has progressed satisfactorily. In Mississippi the 
crop has been cut down materially from the 
canses mentioned, but most of the reports indi- 
cate an increased production compared with the 
last cro From present appearances the crop 

wiil be per cent. larger than that of 1884. This 
estimate may be somewhat changed by the 
weather of the present month. In Texas the 
estimated increase of the crop over last year 
is 15 per cent. Very few counties report the 
yield as less than that of last year, while a large 
increase is reported in the North and East where 
the major portion of the crop is raised. In 
Louisiana an increased yield is reported in near- 

allthe smaller parishes. but in the lowlands 
the rain has greatly cut off the yleld. Through- 
out the State the reduction will probably 
amount to5or8 per cent. In Arkansas there is 
a prospective decrease in the crop of about 5 
te cent. In Alabama there is some increase. 

outh Carolina, Florida, and Georgia will raise 
about the same crop as last ear. Tennessee 
shows an increase of from 7 to 10 per cent. 

In Texas, Louisiana, and Mississippi the in- 
creased yiold of corn is very great, and other 
Southern States show larger yields. This crop 
will probably be the largest ever raised in the 
South. All small grains have been harvested, 
and the 7 was quite satisfactory. The sugar 
crop of uisiana will be about the same as last 
year on a smalier acreage. The rice crop, though 
somewhat damaged by water, will be very large.

Further investigation made at Elmira 
into the relations of Davin B. Hit with 
WinttiamM M. TWEED and Mr. E. L. Part- 
gick throws additional light upon the 
newspaper transaction of 1870-71, and 
makes ‘legitimate business” character 
still more dubious.

It is also shown that there was 
wonsiderable disguise and indirectness in 
the whole business, instead of a mere ob- 
taining of an investment of $10,000 ‘‘un- 
disguisedly.” Itis a bad business, and the 
more it is explained and the more the ex- 
planation is looked into the worse it ap- 
pears.

The failures of WILLIAM HEATH & Co. 
and Henry N. SMITH, announced on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday, were very 
closely connected, the former being at- 
tributed to SMITH’s inability to meet his 
indebtedness to WILLIAM HeEaTH & Co. 
Both houses have been engaged heavily 
on the bear side of the market, and have 
suffered very badly from the recent ad- 
vance. The announcement of the fail- 
ures necessarily produced considerable ex- 
citement on the Exchange, but had no 
serious effect upon the market. Messrs. 
HeatH & Co. as bankers have a quite 
large line of deposits, but Mr. SmiTH was 
regarded as a speculator, simple if not 
pure. 








The special civil service rule made by 
the President, and announced in our col- 
umns this morning, was made on the 
recommendation of the. Civil Service 
Comminioners. It simply clears the eli- 
gible list for the Customs and Postal 
Services on Nov. 1 of all names that shall 
then have been on register for one year. 
They would otherwise have remained on 
the register till next July. The change 
was’made necessary by the large number 
of mames on the registers. It makes no 
difference with the chances of appoint- 
ment of those hereafter examined, as, in 
any case, names are presented for ap- 
pointment in the order of their standing 
on examination and without reference to 
the date of the examination. As a matter 
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' New-Hampshire. 
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of fact the persons whose names will be 
removed Nov. 1 would have had little 
hope of appointment, being the residuum 
from a pretty thorough sifting already 
made, 








It is the Democrats of Maryland who 
are seeking to prove to Secretary LaMAaR 
that the appointment: of Morris A. 
Tuomas, of that State, as Indian Inspector 
is a ‘‘humiliation” they should not be 
compelled to submit to, or to accept ‘‘as 
one of the fruits of the election of a 
President pledged to the purification of 
the public service.” The charges against 
THomas, to which we have already 
alluded, are supplemented by others sub- 
mitted last week, and among the sign- 
ers is the Hon. J. V. L. Finpiay. The 
additional charges are based upon THOMAS’S 
answer to those previously made, and 
allege that in this answer he was guilty of 
distinct misrepresentation and attempt to 
deceive the Secretary. The signers de- 
clare that in one case THoMAs’s firm was 
guilty of transferring to its own account 
stock given it to sell, and rendering a 
worthless check in payment therefor, to- 
gether with a false statement of account. 
That, in another case, the firm was com- 
pelled to return stock intrusted to it 
which had been reported as “lost in the 
wreck of the firm,” the stock being all the 
while in the keeping of a safe deposit 
company. The effort which Mr. FINDLAY 
is making in the interest of good govern- 
ment is a bold one, and is, we are assured 
on good authority, wholly disinterested. 











The fire insurance companies that have 
withdrawn from New-Hampshire could 
not ask for more vigorous criticism and 
condemnation of the obnoxious ‘‘ valued 
policy” law than can be found in the let- 
ter written by the New-Hampshire In- 
surance Commissioner to a member .of 
the Georgia Legislature. He asserts that 
the new law in his State contains 
a greater number of offensive provis- 
ions than any other State has put into 
its statutes relating to insurance. It is 
apparent, therefore, that the companies 
may continue to do business in Wiscon- 
sin, Ohio, and Texas, and at the same 
time consistently refuse to write risks in 
While business men 
are thinking of asking the Governor to 
convene the Legislature in special ses- 
sion for the purpose of securing a repeal 
of the law, Commissioner PILLSBURY 
seems to fear that the movement will not 
be successful. 











The correspondence between Prof. AGAS- 
siz and the Secretary of the Treasury con- 
cerning the vacant Superintendency of 
the Coast Survey is creditable to both par- 
ties. It shows that Mr. MANNING ap- 
preciates the force of the consideration 
urged in THE Times that the proved 
necessity for a more businesslike ad- 
ministration of the survey does not annul 
the prime necessity that the work of the 
survey should, above all, be under the di- 
rection of men who have ascientific stand- 
ing. While he is compelled to decline the 
position for himself, Prof. AGassIz inti- 
mates that he has a very clear opinion 
who should be appointed, and that, while 
he does not mean to obtrude that opinion 
unsolicited, he is prepared to impart it 
whenever he is invited todoso. Itis to 
be inferred that his counsel will be at once 
asked, and most probably taken, by Mr. 
MANNING, whose offer of the place to 
Prof. AGassiIz is couched in terms that 
leave no doubt of his own intention to 
make a nomination in the exclusive inter- 
ests of the work of the survey, and con- 
sequently of the public service. 








THE RE-ELECTION OF JUDGES. 

In the two judicial districts of this 
State in which candidates for the bench 
of the Supreme Court have already been 
named it is worthy of special note that 
the present incumbents have received the 
nomination of both parties with scarcely 
ashow of opposition. Judge BARNARD, 
of the Second District, was originally 


. elected as a Democrat, and Judge Harpin, 


of the Fifth, as a Republican, but both 


are recognized as able and upright 
jurists, whose character and conduct 
as well as experience entitle them 


to confidence. There is every probability 
that Judge BakReEtTT, of this district, 
whose term expires at the end of the pres- 
ent year, will receive the same token oi 
approbation. An even more striking in- 
dication of a wholesome tendency was ex- 
hibited last year, when, in the midst of 
the partisan excitement engendered by 
the Presidential canvass, two Judges of 
the Court of Appeals received a_ re- 
nomination from both parties in their 
general State Conventions without re- 
gard to what were undersiood to be 
their own party sympathies. Another 
incident having a somewhat similar sig- 
nificance occurred in this city, where three 
Judges of the Court of Common Pleas 
were elected. Although separate nomi- 
nations were made by three different par- 
ties or factions, making nine candidates, 
apart from those receiving the support of 
the Prohibitionists and the Greenback- 
Labor organization, the three were elected 
who were already serving on the bench of 
that court. . 

The arguments in favor of the re-elec- 
tion of good Judges are sufficiently ob- 
vious. If they were originally well qual- 
ified for the duties of the bench, they 
necessarily become more and more com- 
petent for their important functions by 
the accumulation of knowledge and expe- 
rience. 
State that the questions to be passed upon 
have a political bearing, but it is-especial- 
ly desirable that the Judges should be 
raised above the influences of party 
agitation. They should be thus exalted 
by their character and temper, and by a 
practical independence of partisan poli- 
tics in their tenure of office. In an orig- 


inal choice by popular election it is not 


always easy to make sure of the quali- 
ties which best fit men-for judicial func- 


tions, but when they have -been for years 
in the service their qualifications become 
known, and it is a wholesome sign when 
they are so far recognized by the people 


that party conventions find their most ac- 


ceptable action in the renomination of 


those who have been proved worthy. 


The experiment of electing Judges by 


r service. 


It is seldom in the judiciary of a 





popular suffrage has been a most interest- 
ing one in this State. A priori reasoning 
was against it and its consequences were 
regarded with apprehension by conserva- 
tive men, It was argued with no little 
force that the integrity and stability of 
the judiciary could be best secured by a 
tenure during life or good behavior, and 
that the qualifications of Judges could be 
best determined by an appointing power 
vested in the Governor, presumably com- 
petent to make wise selections and swayed 
only by consideration for the public good. 
To have Judges elected would throw their 
choice into political contention, candi- 
dates would be named on party grounds, 
changes would be frequent, and the judi- 
ciary would be lowered to the level on 
which politicians work and made sub- 
servient to their purposes. 

Not only were these apprehensions nat- 
ural, but they were justified by experi- 
ence in the early stages of the experi- 
ment. But there has in recent years been 
a steady progress which shows the capac- 
ity of the people when responsibility is 
thrown upon them to work out their own 
problems in a way to secure the ends 
which they have in view. The injury 
wrought by inconsiderate action and the 
gradually acquired conviction of the ne- 
cessity for better men and better methods 
have led to the adaptation of the existing 
means to securing the results that are felt 
to be important. By successive steps the 
terms of Judges have been lengthened 
and their salaries increased, bad candi- 
dates have been rejected, and corrupt or 
incompetent men displaced, until now it 
can be said to have become almost the 
rule to disregard party considerations and 
to make the tenure of judicial office prac- 
tically permanent for those who have 
been true to their responsibilities. The 
process of elimination is not yet complete, 
but the evolution has proceeded so far as 
to give promise of a judiciary as capable 
and upright and as stable in its charac- 
ter as could be secured by any device for 
evading a reliance upon the people to take 
care of their own interests. The result is 
a significant tribute to the soundness of 
the democratic principle and the safety of 
trusting the people to work out through 
their own action the problems of popular 
government in all its departments. 








IT STICKS TO HIM. 


What a shuffling, contemptible defense 
of Gov. Hint the New-York Sun under- 
takes! We reproduce it because it af- 
fords pretty good evidence that the sup- 
porters of the Democratic candidate are 
unable to find or construct any valid refu- 
tation or palliation of the charge that 
HILL was TWEED’s tool and partner. Here 
is what the Sun says: 

*“*The accusation is that fifteen years ago Mr. 
Hiri was astockholder in a newspaper at El- 
mira, and some other stockholder sold a quantity 
of stock to WILLIAM M. TWEED. A year later 
Mr. Hint bought it back from TWEED at a re- 
duced price. That is the whole of the wicked 
transaction which these mugmumps bring up 
against the Governor; and if they cannot urge 
anything worse than this, their power of inven- 
tion is very small indeed.” = 

Is it the ‘‘ whole of the wicked trans- 
action”? The Sun knows it is not the 
whole. At the time TWEED contributed 
ten thousand dollars toward the capital 
stock of HiL.u’s newspaper in July, 1870, 
he was laying his plans to secure the con- 
trol of the next Legislature. Epwarp L. 
Patrick had been a tool of his in the 
Assembly, but Patricr’s days of useful- 
ness were over, and in the election of 
that Fall he yielded his place to 
Davip B. Hitt. Assemblyman HILL took 
his seat among the corrupt and shameless 
men who served TWEED’S criminal pur- 
poses so well that Winter, and by his 
voice and his vote he aided his disrepu- 
table partner in every one of the plunder- 
ing schemes which TWEED brought be- 
fore the Legislature. The ‘‘ whole of the 
wicked transaction” is a much larger 
whole than the Sun cares to have the 
voters see. It is as broad as the Tweed 
villainies, 

We have read, also, the so-called de- 
fense against these charges made by Mr. 


 HorToN Tipp, who was associated with 


HiLu in founding the Elmira Gazette. 
This defense is of great value to the pros- 
ecution. It confirms every fact and date 
of the indictment. It is, in fact, a con- 
fession, with an appeal to the mercy of 
the court on the ground that Mr. Hin 
did not know that Mr. TWEED was a bad 
man. 

Gov. Hi_u cannot get rid of the disre- 
pute of his early and intimate association 
with Wi_ttiaM M. Tweep. It sticks to 
him, and it will defeat him. 








HOW iT WORKS. 

There are still some easy-going Repub- 
licans who are inclined to accept the 
statements of their more violent and nar- 
row newspapers that Mr. CLEVELAND’s 
election has done nothing for the eleva- 
tion of politics or the reform of the civil 
It is so.natural and so comfort- 
able to assume that your political rival 
can do nothing right; it saves the trouble 
and worry of examining evidence, and 
the mental strain of reaching and avow- 
ing an independent judgment. The aver- 
age partisan likes to jog along in the old 
ruts, without much regard to where he is 
going or to the probability that the coun- 
try has turned off on an entirely dif- 
ferent road. But there are not so many 
partisans of this sort as there were even a 
year ago, and the number of those who 
take it for granted that Mr. CLEVELAND is 
a failure because their party organs say 
so, while it is still large, is smaller every 
day. 

The evidence which the most prejudiced 
cannot resist comes from Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
own party. A portion of it is furnished 
by the rabid spoilsmen who denounce 
him, sneer at his policy, charge him with 
trying to break up the party that elected 
him, accuse him of subserviency to the 
“‘mugwumps,” and, as Tammany with 
HILu, take every opportunity to advance 
men of a character directly opposite to 
his. It is clear that a President who has 
earned the hatred of this class has done 
so by substantial and honest service to the 
better element of the. Nation. This is es- 
pecially emphasized by the fact that these 
men do not say that he has ‘‘ recognized” 
one faction and has refused to ‘‘ recognize” 
another, Itis not the case of President GaR- 





FIELD and the Conkling men over again. 
Mr. CLEVELAND is condemned because he 
has refused to. regard thé offices in his 
gift as spoils for any faction or for his 
own party. He has made no clean sweep; 
he has kept a great many Republicans in 
office, and has actually appointed others 
to positions of great importance; he has 
refused in any case to knowingly put par- 
tisan claims above, or on a level with, the 
requirements of the service as to charac- 
ter and capacity; he has enforced faith- 
fully the civil service law, and has 
strengthened the system established under 
it; he has by his personal intervention 
broken up the schemes of partisans to use 
office for political intrigue, as in the case 
of the man STERLING, and he has persist- 
ently and firmly adhered to a standard of 
impartiality in his Administration far 
higher than that of any of his predeces- 
sors. It is this which angers the spoils 
seekers, and their anger is proof of his 
excellence. 

Another portion of the evidence of what 
he has done to raise the standard of poli- 
tics is supplied by the criticism he receives 
at the hands of the better men of his own 
party. While these heartily approve of 
the general purpose and method of his 
Administration they are prompt to recog- 
nize any errors into which he may fall 
and to aid him in the correction of them. 
Our readers have noticed the promptness 
with which Mr. Donovan, of Chicago, 
incited solely by the criticism of his own 
party on his position, resigned the Presi- 
dency of a political club because it was 
inconsistent with the spirit of the 
President’s policy regarding partisan- 
ship. In several conspicuous instances 
men who have obtained office under the 
Administration have been checked by the 
sentiment of their own party in the ac- 
tivity of their partisan zeal, though that 
activity was by no means greater than 
their Republican predecessors had shown 
without any one feeling called upon to 
rebuke it or even to comment upon it. 
Such incidents could not occur if the elec- 
tion of Mr. CLEVELAND, supported as he 
was by agreat many opposed to the party 
that nominated him on the single issue of 
his reputation and achievements as a civil 
service reformer, had not aroused a vig- 
orous and exacting public sentiment in 
support of the principle of reform. 








THE EXCISE BOARD. 


The Gibbs committee, in spite of the 
prognostications that nothing would come 
of its investigations, has already justi- 
fied its appointment. It has elicited evi- 
dence in support of charges that before 
were afloat merely as irresponsible ru- 
mors, and has reduced them to a tangi- 
ble shape, in which they may properly be 
made the subjects either of legislative 
action or of judicial inquiry. 

Upon the revelations with regard to 
Gen. SHALER and the Armory Board we 
have already commented. These revela- 
tions were a surprise to most readers of 
newspapers. But the revelations touch- 
ing the Excise Commissioners, though 
new, were not surprising. Every in- 
telligent New-Yorker was _ perfectly 
well convinced that the relations of 
the Excise Board with the liquor deal- 
ers were thoroughly disgraceful. The 
testimony given in regard to these re- 
lations thoroughly justifies the public be- 
lief. Nothing more scandalous than the 
testimony of Commissioner MITCHELL was 
ever heard, even in the confessions of 
TweEeD. If anybody believed MITCHELL’s 
account of himself he would be forced to 
believe that the Excise Board was an asy- 
lum for idiots. MITCHELL’s testimony is 
in part a confession of ignorance of the 
things of which he is bound by his office 


to have knowledge, and in part a 
proclamation of his own moral in- 
sensibility. He does not know that 


some of the persons to whom he has 
granted licenses are among the most noto- 
rious blackguards in the city. He is not 
aware that a place to which women re- 
sort unattended at night and drink liquor 
is necessarily a disreputable place. He is 
oblivious of any distinction between the 
keeper of a respectable eating house and 
the keeper of a resort for pickpockets and 
prostitutes. 

Of course, MITCHELL is not the fool he 
tries to make himself appear. Very pos- 
sibly the distinction between good and 
bad character means nothing to him per- 
sonally, but he is aware that there are 
people to whom it does mean something. 
It is not ignorance but impudence that 
makes him pretend not to know the dif- 
ference. The reason for his assumption 
of ignorance is suggested in the,testimony 
of another witness, who testified that he 
made an application for a license and was 
told by an inspector, whom he names, 
that ‘* MITCHELL would not sign a license 
for his own father unless he got his price.” 

To suppose that the Excise Commission- 
ers, in violating the law for the purpose 
of licensing vicious resorts, are actuated 
by corrupt motives is simply to suppose 
that they are not such idiots as one of 
them tries to make himself appear. Com- 
missioner Morris has cleared his skirts in 
advance of complicity in the malfeasance 
of his official associates. The animosi- 
ty that MircHELL exhibited in speak- 
ing of him is very good evidence 
that Mr. Morris has tried to do 
his duty. An Excise Commissioner who 
pretends not to know the character of 


any policeman or any police reporter 
could tell him that it was infamous, avows 
his unfitness for his place. MITCHELL’S 
attempt to shelter himself behind the re- 
ports of his inspectors is disposed of by 
the evidence adduced that he has voted 
to license places upon which the inspect- 
ors had reported unfavorably. 

If we inquire how such a man as MITCH- 
ELL ever came to be an Excise Commis- 
sioner, or why, having become an Excise 
Commissioner, he is not removed for mal- 
feasance as the law provides, the answer 
would take us along way. It would in- 
volve the alliance between local politics 
and the liquor traffic, which is in every 
large American city the most serious 
obstacle to municipal reform. A high 
license law, administered by persons as 
different as possible from the majority of 
the Excise Board in this city, would do

the meantime it seems that the Mayor 
and the District Attorney may profitably 
turn their attention-to Excise Commis- 
siongr MITCHELL.

THE ROUMELIAN SITUATION. 

The conference of Ambassadors at Con- 
stantinople has certainly not yet checked 
war preparations. Should it prove true 
that Prince Bismarck and Lord Satis- 
BURY agreed, at the former’s suggestion, 
that the meeting should be restricted to 
an informal exchange of views, without 
voting or the drafting of protocols, the 
assembly accepts a very modest part. The 
smaller powers in the Balkan Peninsula 
who are ready to fly at each other’s 
throats and all at Turkey’s have been 
carefully exhorted by the great surround- 
ing powers to be calm and to refrain from 
active throttlings; but the single proposi- 
tion on which England, Germany, Aus- 
tria, France, and Russia are thus far 
agreed, namely, ‘‘to limit the revolution 
to Roumelia,” is hardly a guarantee of 
peace. 

If these five great powers should decide 
to enforce a definite policy by joint ac- 
ion the whole question would for the 
time be settled peacefully, whether wise- 
ly or not. But to refrain from that posi- 
tive course would be a suspicious avoid- 
ance of responsibility, and so interpreted 
by the rival Balkan States. The question 
at issue, too, is so well defined as hardly 
to admit of shilly-shallying. Either the 
union of Bulgaria and Eastern Roumelia 
is toremain or else to be undone, The 
former decision produces a joint outcry of 
Servia, Montenegro, and Greece, to say 
nothing of Turkey, in behalf of the vio- 
lated treaty of Berlin, on whose preserva- 
tion their own territorial integrity de- 
pends. The latter decision challenges the 
general European sentiment which re- 
sents the enforced return of Christian 
populations to the Turkish yoke. 

Doubtless it was this difficulty that sug- 
gested a resort to the makeshift of an in- 
formal conference without vote. Per- 
haps, however, the imminent danger of 
letting events drift further may lead to a 
more heroic policy. We see Turkey col- 
lecting her crippled and neglected forces 
by land and sea. Eighty battalions of the 
first class reserves are called out in the 
Black Sea districts, and transportation is 
provided for placing them in Roumelia, 
Even Crete, which has had a revolt of her 
own, is forced to send a handful of troops 
to Adrianople. It is true that the recent 
change of Ministry in Turkey bears marks 
of being made in a conciliatory spirit, and 
the Government journals in St. Peters- 
burg have even claimed Saip Pasha, the 
new Foreign Minister, as a friend of 
Russia rather than England, although 
during his service as Ambassador at Ber- 
lin he seemed to greatly rely on BISMARCK. 
But the Porte, when puzzled what to do, is 
apt to execute a change of Cabinet as a 
safe thing, and the mobilization of troops 
has gone on under the so-called peace 
Ministry with unremitting vigor. Indeed, 
in Syria, the reserves which have been 
free from duty for half adozen years have 
been called out. The army corps in Ana- 
tolia is mobilized, the Adrianople railway 
wholly set apart for military traffic, and 
the exportation of cereals prohibited. 
Such preparations show the Porte’s dis- 
trust of the issues of the conference. 

Equal distrust of the virtues of diplo- 
macy in this crisis is indicated by Servia. 
This country has 80,000 men under arms. 
With a meagre exchequer she has already 
turned ler territory into a vast camp and 
has ordered back all her able-bodied citi- 
zens from Germany and France. She 
makes no secret of her designs on Mace- 
donia, while probably -25,000 men from 
the interior have been concentrated at 
Nissa, on the Bulgarian frontier, whither 
King MiLan and his chief of staff, Gen. 
PopovircH, have gone. When it is added 
that all the railways have been taken by 
the military authorities, and that 60,000 
landwehr, in addition to the first and sec- 
ond class reserves already formed into an 
army corps, are called out, it will be seen 
how menacing Servia’s attitude is. 

Greece, too, seems bent on war. King 
GEORGE is plied with appeals to act vigor- 
ously. Not long agoa mob, including many 
Cretans and Macedonians, made a demon- 
stration directly betore his palace. Seven- 
teen thousand regulars are now massed on 
the Thessaly frontier, with five thousand 
reserves called out and organized. The 
Prime Minister has publicly declared that 
‘‘if events threaten interference with the 
expansion of Hellenic dominion, Greece is 
ready tointervene;” and for the contem- 
plated reduction in the army a sudden 
raising of it to its maximum footing has 
been substituted. As for Bulgaria, she is 
fully under arms, and all the men between 
18 and 32 in Roumelia are enrolled. The 
small powers seem determined to force 
the hand of the conference. 


It is a question, too, whether some of , 


the larger powers are not indirectly sup- 
porting them. Austria’s friendship for 
Servia is well recognized, and the lengths 
to which King MILAN has gone, with his 
securing of a large loan from the Vienna 
Bank for war purposes, have caused the 
suspicion that he is secretly backed by the 
empire. Russia officially frowns on Prince 
ALEXANDER, but meanwhile subjects of 
hers cross the frontier to join the Bulga- 
rians. It issuch considerations that make 
the Kastern situation doubtful, even at 
times when the news declares that all is 
going well and that the prospects for har- 
monious settlement were never brighter.

The Sun, while giving Mr. Wadsworth 
full credit for his faithful administration of the 
office of Controller, which he held in 1880 and 
1881, denies him the credit of first introducing 
the corporation tax law which has proved of so 
great benefit to taxpayers. The Sun is in error. 
Mr. Wadsworth, as a member of the Committee 
of Ways and Means in the Legislature of 1879, 
introduced a resolution directing the com- 
mittee to inqufre into the methods of taxing 
corporations. Acting under this resolution Mr. 
Wadsworth drew up a bill, based mainly 
on the corporation tax law of Penn- 
sylvania, and reported it to the com- 
mittee. It being late in the session it was 
not acted upon, but the same bill, copies 
of which had been printed by Mr. Wadsworth, 
was introduced in both houses the followiag 
year, when Mr. Wadsworth was Controller, and, 
after undergoing some changes, was passed in 
the same shape it now stands on the statute 
pook. Mr. Wadsworth was, therefore, the first 
to introduce the bill in tle Legislature. He 
drew the first bill that was introduced, and he 











was the first Controller called upon to execute 
the law, which the Sun admits he did faithfully. 
It should be stated, furthermore, that many 
doubts at first existed as to the constitutionality 
of the Jaw, the Attorney-General being himself 
among the doubters, but Mr. Wadsworth’s con- 
struction of the act was sustained by the courts 
in every instance.

THALIA THEATRE. ; 

* Der Feldprediger,”’ under which title 
unsophisticated people would not readily recog- 
nizethe original of “The Black Hussar.” wag 
represented at the Thalia Theatre yesterday 
evening. Millicker’s pretty operetta was sung 
at the same house last season, and by the same 
artists, with—Jthe exception of Friulein 
Seebold, who is no longer a member of 
the Thalia company, and whose place ig 
filled by Friulein Martha Berger. As when first 
performed, a Der Feldprediger’”’ was given with 
admirable precision, and with vivacity ana spirit 
almost unknown on the English stage. Asida 
from this, the translation of *‘ Der Feldprediger"* 
and of similar achievements conveys a very 
slender idea of the parent works. The adapter 
is always convinced that English-speaking audi« 
ences decline to put up with anything between 
grand opera and downright opera bouffe, and 
in this belief he turns nine-tenths of the operet~ 
tas of which “Der Feldprediger” is a specimen 
into extravaganzas, in which the story and the 
music are made subsidiary to horseplay and toa 
show of fanciful and gaudy dresses. The dra« 
matic interest of the original, its well drawn 
characters, its pleasing bits of sentiment, and it 
local color are thus kept completely out of 
sight, and every now and then astonishment 
1s innocently expressed that so poor a produo< 
tion should have met with such prodigious suc. 
cess abroad. ‘* Der Feldprediger” and its kindred 
escabe mutilation of this kind at the Thalia, and 
although in the matter of mere brilliancy of 


stage attire the average performances at the 
down-town establishment cannot rival those of 
the up-town theatres, the general impression of 
the entertainments is usually fat more grateful 
and lasting. There is not-much to said 
at the present writing, of ‘* Der: Feldprediger,” 
which deals, as the reader no doubt remembers, 
with the liberation of German territory from 
the invading armies of Russia and France 
through the agency of the Tugenbund. The 
German librettists have woven out of historical 
material acompact tale, which the musician 
has enriched with a plenty of bright 
and catching numbers, and while some of thé 
personages are very happily conceived and soma 
of the situations very neatiy evolved, and most 
cleverly treated in point of theatrical effective<« 
ness, the finales of the first and second acta 
claim particular notice by their elaborate.

Cha ig with real enthusiasm. Herrn Lube, 

ank, Elsbach, Schutz, and Junker, and Friiulein 
Raberg and Habrich reappeared in their famil« 
iar rdles, and the operetta was acted and sung 
with a heartiness that would have insured tha 
kindly reception of a much less attractive work 
Friiulein Raberg was in capital voice—a natural 
consequence of a long period of repose—and 
the rendering of the music allotted to 
her conferred upon it unexpected artistia, 
worth. A new-comer—Friulein Martha Berger— 
was Rosette. She uses with skill and taste @ 
voice of passable quality and abundant strength, 
and discloses sufficient talent—theuch not talent 
of a very sympathetic sort—to indicate that 
she will prove a valuable accession to 
the forces of the Thalia.

MELBOURNE THE MAGNIFICENT,

Melbourne Letter from George Augustus Sala t4 
the London Daily Telegraph. 

Three decades are an immense period in 
the history of such acity as Melbourne; and it 
is far from improbable that the market value of 
“*town lots’ has increased in something like 
cubic ratio within the last 30 years. Most mar- 
velous of all, perhaps, is it to reflect that nog 
only the site of Melbourne an¢é its suburbs, but 
an immense tract of the surrounding country, 
was once within an ace of being sold, “ lock, 
stock, and barrel,” for, metaphorically speaking, 
an old song. I allude to the famous Merri Creel 
treaty. At the beginning of June, 1835, Mr. Bat« 
man ascended the Yarra and Saltwater Rivers, 
anda few daysafterward he induced certain 
aboriginal chiefs named Jaga Jaga, Cooloolock, 
Bungaree, Yan Yan, and Movuhip, to execute a 
formal deed of assignment, conveying to him 
and his heirs forever an area of between 600,000 
and 700,000 acres of land, which would’ have 
comprised the sites of the cities of Melbourne 
Geelong, and Collingwood, the towns o 
Emerald Hilland St. Hilda, and the borough of 
Sandridge, the consideration given for this tre- 
mendous concession being 20 pairs of blankets 
30 knives, 12 tomahawks, 10 looking glasses, 1. 
pairs of scissors, 50 handkerchiefs, 12 red shirts, 
4 flannel jackets, 4 suits of clothes, and 50 pounds 
of flour. Well, business is business. Did not 
William Penn have his treaty with the Indians, 
and how heme 4 thousands of pounds sterling has 
not the British taxpayer had to pay to the de- 
scendants of the Penn family as compensation 
for the loss of their territorial rights in Penn- 
sylvania? **The worth of anything is just so 
much as it will bring,” and bush iand about the 
Yarra district was probably not worth much in 
1835. It is true that John Batman might have 
thrown in a few bottles of rum for luck. Gov. 
Bourke, however, was hard-hearted enough to 
declare the whole arrangement with Jaga Jaga 
and his friends to be null and void, although a 
solatium of some £7,000 was afterward granted 
to Batman and hisjpartners. 

But it was the gold fever year—1851—that 
made Melbourne marvelous. I chanced the 
other day in the inn parlor at a little township 
in Victoria, called Wangaratta, to light on a 
rude lithograph depicting the arrival of the first 
gold escort from the diggings ut the Govern- 
ment building in William-street, in 1852. The 
gold has been brought down in huge chests, 
three of which form a load, toa dray drawn by 
a long string of bullocks. There isan escort of 
troopers, armed to the teeth, for in the early 
mining days attempts on the part of bush- 
rangers to “stick up” or rob the gold escorts 
were frequent. Young as were the days of min« 
ing in 1851, you seein the picture John China. 
man already about and as busy as abee. Thé 
letterpress at the bottom of it tells you that the 
people looking from the windows of the blues 
stone building in William-street are the clerk 
and draftsmen employed in the office of the 
Surveyor-General, and that on theday ae 
the arrival of the goid escort these gentlemen ail 
threw up their appointments under Government 
and were off to the diggings. Thecrews ofships 
at Williamstown and Port Melbourne used to act 
in precisely the same manner. They would de- 
sert en masse. Those were the days of alluvial 
deposits, of big nuggets looking the diggers 
in the face, so to say. Large portions of the 
colony of Victoria were then a veritable Tom 
Tiddler’s Ground, where gold was to be had for 
the picking up, for the scooping out, for the 
shoveling together. The consequence was that 
everybody, from all parts of the world, who had 
a little money and a great deal more energy and 
pluck, started for the diggings. There was q 
proportion of weak-kneed brethren whose pluck 
vanished as quickly as their money did, and it 
soon became a case of the survival of the fittest, 
There was left a residuum of real “live men.’ 
as the Americans say, and those live men and 
their sons nave made Melbourne what she is 
magnificent and marvelous. 








TWO TELLTALE FENCES IN MAINE,

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CAREFUL AS A FINANCIER 


MR. DAVENPORT AND THE EMI- 
GRATION COMMISSIONERS. 

: KIS INVESTMENT OF $200,000 WHILE CON- 
TROLLER SHOWN TO BE A WISE AND 
ECONOMICAL ACT, 


A pleasing little story, from a Demo- 
aratic standpoint, was told a day or two ago 
concerning the administration, as Controller, of 
Ira Davenport, the Republican nominee for 
Governor. The story cited as “the monumental 
folly” of that admirtistration “ the investment 
of $200,000 of the capital of the United States 
deposit trust fund ina mortgoge upon Ward’s 
Island, belonging to the State.” It was also re- 
marked that the investment could not be ac- 
counted forfrom any public standpoint. Mr. 
Edmund Stephenson, who bas been one of the 
Commissioners of Emigration fur 12 years, tells 
the story of the investment in a different way. 

“The Legislature af 1873," said Commissioner 
Btephenson last evening, “abolished the old 
Tweed Board of Commissioners of Emigration, 
which consisted of Alexander Freer, Richard 
©’Gorman, A. Oakey Hall, and others, and a new 
board, created under Goy. Dix, of which most 
of the present Commissioners, including myself, 
were members, came into power on May 19, 1873. 
We found that the old board had entered into 
contracts for the building of a new insane asy- 
lum on the lower end of Ward’s Island for the 
sum of $225,000. When we came into possession 
the building was about two-thirds completed, but 
not more than one-half the contract price had 
been paid. The new board was therefore involved 
by the contracts of the old board to the extent 
of $100,000. The.treasury was empty, avd the 
falling off in emigration, which began the last 
of that year, left the board without the funds 
to runthe department and make the required 
payments on the old contracts, as its income 
was derived solely from the head tax on immi- 
grants. So the board made application to the 


Governor, the Attorney-General, and the Con- 
troller, as the law directed, for authority to 
mortgage Ward’s Island, with the 44 buildings 
situated thereon, for $100,000, in order to secure 
Tunds to pay off the old claims. The consent of 
these officers was secured, and in the early part 
of 1874 a mortgage was executed to the Equita- 
ble Life Assurance Society for $100,000at seven 
per cent. interest. 

**In 1875 the steamship companies commenced 
a suit to test the constitutionality of tne State 
law imposing a head tax on immigrants. This 
suit was finally carried up to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the head tax 
was declared unconstitutional. This left the 
commission without resources, as it had no ap- 
propriation. So the commissioners decided to inu- 
erease the mortgage from $100,000 to $200,000 to 
provide funds for running the department 
until the convening of the next Legisla- 
ture. Through the efforts of Commissioner 
Lynch, who was also President of the Irish so- 
ciety, anew mortgage was made to the Emi- 

rant Industrial Savings Bank for $200,000, that 
Sank assuming the $100,000 debt already ir exist- 
ance and advancing the additional $100,000. The 
rate of interest on the entire sum was fixed at 6 
per cent. instead of 7 per cent. We also had the 
consent of the State officers named to this 
transactions. 

“Then we applied to the Legislature for funds, 
our income having been cut off, and from 1876 
to 1883 the Legislature made an annuai appro- 
priation of from $150,000 to $200,000, out of which 
we paid the interest on the mortgage. But it 
became evident to a number of the Commission- 
ers from the tardy action of the Legisiature in 
making these appropriations that the time 
would arrive when it wouid.refuse to give us 
any support. In 1880 a committee of the board > 
was appointed to wait on the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Legislature and ask for 
the usual appropriation of $150,000. Mr. Bene- 
dict, now Deputy Controller, was a member of 
the Finance Committee of the House that year, 
and Erastus Brooks, I think, was Chairman. Mr. 
Benedict told our committee that it should turn 
its back on Albany and its face toward Wash- 
ington, and that so far as he had the power the 
Commissioners of Emigration should not get 
one cent from the Legislature. This incident, 
and the fact that the mortgage was held by a 

rivate corporation, led the Commissioners to 

elieve that there was great danger that the 
property might be sacrificed under a foreclosure 





gale. 

*“Tbhen the Commissioners learned that Con- 
troller Davenport was investing the funds of 
the State in United States 4 per cent. bonds, 
which were worth a premium of 19, and there- 
fore yielded but a tritie over 3 per cent. interest, 
60 we made application to Mr. Davenport to 
take the mortgage from the Emigrant Savings 
Bank at 4 per cent. with the funds he was in- 
vesting, and satisfied him that the security was 
ten times the amount of the mortgage, the 
property being estimated as worth at ieast 
$3,500,000. Mr. Davenport consulted with the 
Governor and the Attorney-General, and then 
consented to the transfer of the mortgage from 
the bank to the State. 

** Subsequent events have proved the wisdom 
of the course pursued by the Commissioners and 
the Controller. For tne past two years the 
Legislature has refused to appropriate a single 
dollar either for the running expenses of the 
commission or to pay the interest on the mort- 
rage. An act was, indeed, passed by the Legis- 
facure jast Winter appropriating sufticient 
money to pay the accrued interest on the mort- 
gage, but Gov Hill told me personally on Sept. 
£1 last, at Albany, that through the influence 
ot Mr. Benedict, Deputy Controller, he vetoed 
the bill. Had the mortgage been held up to this 
time by the Emigrant Savings Bank, and two 
years’ interest been overdue, with a positive re- 
fusai on the part of the State to aid the commis- 
sion in paying the interest, the bank would 
bave been forced, under the banking laws of the 
State, to begin foreclosure proceedings, and the 
property would have been sacrificed, as con- 
cerned both the Commissioners of Emigration 
and the State. The Controlier would have had 
no power to enter the open market and 
purchase lands, unless authorized to do so by an 
act of the Legislature. The State holds no title 
to this land,and never did, excepting by and 
through this mortgage. Ward’s Island, which 
is 128 acres in extent, was purchased and the 44 
buildings thereon erected by the head tax col- 
lected from the immigrants. The State never 
gave a dollar toward the purchase, and the title 
is vested in the Commissioners of Emigration. 

“The more this thing is ventilated the more it 
helps Mr.- Davenport, and the plainer it shows 
the wisdom of the mmissioners in trans- 
ferring the mortgage. As it is now, the prop- 
erty can neyer, under any circumstances, he 
lost, either to the commission or the State. 

* In 1882 an act known as an act to regulate 
emigration was passed by Congress, and it pro- 
vided, among other things, fer a head tax of 50 
cents on each alien immigrant arriving in the 
United States. From that head tax the com- 
mission derives its present revenue, but it can 
only be used for the support and maintenance 
of immigrants who may need public aid within 
one year after arrival.”

SERIOUS CHARGE AGAINST A DOCTOR. 

Bauuston, N. Y., Oct. 2.—The citizens of 
Schaghticoke, Rensselaer County, are much ex- 
cited and surprised at a scandal which has just 
been made public, involving one of their hither- 
to most respected citizens, Dr. Elmer Mosher, 
who was arrested this morning and taken to 


Troy, where he was arraigned on a charge of 
rape, alleged to have been committed some days 
ago upon Miss Ciara Miller, duughter of a former 
Rector of the Schaghticoke Episcopal church, 
Dr. Mosher pleaded not guilty to the indictment, 
and was bailed in the sum of $2,000. 

The circumstances of the alleged assault, as 
detailed by Miss Miller, are these: After the two 
bad eaten ice cream together at a restaurant, 
the doctor induced her to accompany him as far 
as his office. She, believing that he bad forgot- 
ten something which he wished to get, reluc- 
tantly consented. She waited outside the office 
while Dr. Mosher went in and lowered the lients. 
On coming out he seized Miss Miller roughly 
and pusbed her through the open door into 
the office, immediately locking it and putting 
the kev into his pocket. He then committed 
the assault. In the struggle several minor ar- 
ticles of the lady’s apparel] were torn off. These 
the doctor returned the next day. Miss Miller’s 
father is at present living in Michigan, and she 
was on a visit to her former home when the as- 
sault was committed. She is compietely pros- 
trated by the affair. Dr. Mosher has hitherto 
borne an unblemished reputation in Scbugbti- 
roke, He stoutily protests his innocence and 
rlaims that he will be able to prove it. 








NOT GUILTY OF MURDER. 

AEW-ORLEANS, Oct. 2.—Much interést 
has been manifested by the public in the trial of 
Charlies A. Bridges, of Copiah County, Miss., 
for the murder of Charles Anderson, a Cincin- 
nati thief, in a Basin-street bagnio last March. 
The killing was clearly proved, but the prisoner 
putina plea of self-defense. He testified: “I 
eame here from home and met a stranger who 
induced me to go to No. 18 Basin-street. I met 
a woman there who obtained $5 from me aud 
then asked me to go to the corner to get a drink. 
She left me there. I went back to the house to 
find her. 1 was then seized by Anderson and 
another man, who dragged me out and beat me. 
} begged them to let me go, but they wouid not, 
but kept on beating me, and I shot to save my- 
geif.”” The jury were out baif an hour and re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty, which met with 
general approbation.

INSURANCE COMMISSIONER PILLSBURY, OF 
NEW-HAMPSHIRE, DENOUNCES IT. 

The Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle prints the 
following letter from the Insurance Commis- 
sioner of New-Hampshire respecting that State's 
recently enacted valued policy law: 


INSURANCE COMMISSIONER’S OFFICE, 
CONCORD, N. H., Sept. 17, 1885. t 
The Hon. Martin V. (alvin, member of Legis- 
lature State of Georgia: 

DEAR Srr: Yours of the 14th duly received. 
As you suggest, the people of this State “are in 
an exceedingly bad way.’ Every licensed fire 
insurance company has canceled its agencies, 
called home supplies, and withdrawn from the 
State,and I am just informed that about 75 
other companies are pledged not to write a poli- 
cy fora citizen of this State. A few companies 
are canceling policies, but this is not yet gen. 
eral. For home companies we are limited to 
one stock and a few small mutuals: consequent- 
ly manufacturers, traders, and business parties 
generally, including the banks who hold heavy 
amounts of policies as coliateral, are, or soon 
will be, almost literally without insurance. 
Strong men of wealth, the accumulation of 
years of industrious toil, are soon to be at the 
mercy of the devouring element. The situation 
may be partially imagined, but not easily de- 
scribed. 

It is in contemplation among business men to 
netition the Governor to convene the Legisla- 
-ure to repeal the law, while average citizens 
who have only their shelters to insure largely 
oppose the movement. The future, therefore, 
isin doubt. I inclose copies of the recent enact- 
ments. You will notice that they are a compila- 
tion of the most offensive legislation touching 
insurance that exists in allthe States, no single 
State except this having adopted the whole 
batch; still the valued policy is the chief bone of 
contention. 

Insurance capital is becoming very sensitive as 
to the introduction of this principle. Their ex- 
periences 1n States where it has been adopted 
confirm their worst fears in relation to it, and 


not into temptation.” 

Cases of injustice do occur through overzeal- 
ous agents and adjusters, for which I would be 
the Jast to apologize, but these are the excep- 
tions and not the general rule. Thousands of 
losses may be and are liberally adjusted and 
promptly paid without exciting comment, while 
a single case of injustice creates a tempest that 
sweeps through the whole community with 
electric speed. While I deprecate these isolated 
cases, 1 do not think they justify the enactment 
of this sweeping and revolutionary measure, 
which would upset all former court decisions, 
changing the indemnity contract, so long the 
rule, into a speculative wager, and opening a 
wide doorfor fraudulent operations tiat will. 
inevitably increase the fire waste and greatly 
endanger and oppress honest people that rogues 
may thrive. 

I have thus hastily described the situation in 
this State as you desired and briefly given my 
views of the measure under consideration. [ 
hope your honorable Legislature will arrive at 
wise and just conclusions whether I am in the 
right orin the wrong. Yours very truly,

UNFAMILIAR WITH THE COUNTRY. 
—__—_2. 
WHY THE GOVERNMENT TROOPS ARE UN- 
ABLE TO CAPTURE THE INDIANS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—That a band of 
Incians less than 100 in number should success- 
fully defy and elude all the United States troops 
stationed in the Department of Arizona, under 
so experienced an officer as Gen. Crook, is a mat- 
ter of general surprise-to the public. It is ex- 
plained by the military authorities that the 
mountainous character of the country in which 
the Apaches have been operating seriously in- 
terferes with the rapid movement of troops in 
pursuit, and that the familiarity of the Indians 
with the trails and water pockets of the 
mountains gives them such advantages that 
they are able to commit  depredation 
with impunity and almost within the sound 


of the bugles of the pursuing cavalry. Persons 
who have traveledin the Rocky Mountain re- 
gion fully understand the difficulties that beset 
travel there, and fully one the value and 
importance of a general knowledge of the trails 
and watercourses. But the United States troops 
are not strangers to the mountains, and should 
be as familiar as the Indians with the topogra- 
phy of the section incluced within their ljnes, 
and should be at all times prepared to success- 
fully perform that service to which they are 
specially assigned. That the troops have not 
this knowledge and that they do not show efti- 
ciency’ in suppressing hostile Indiansis pain- 
fully apparent by the numerous murderous 
raids of afew Indians under the leadership of 
Geronimo in Arizona and New-Mexico. 

A cavalry Lieutenant who has been in the 

army since 1870, and who has participated in 
numerous campaigns against hostile Indiuns, 
furnished your correspondent with facts coming 
under his observation which go far toward ex- 
plaining the causes for the failure of the troops 
when in pursuit of hostile Indians. This officer 
says the main cause of the inefficiency of the 
troops is chargeable to the commanding ofticers 
of thearmy. Troops at frontier posts are not 
instructed and practiced in those active mili- 
tary duties which they are liable to be called 
upon to perform at any time. Men are 
kept employed in making roads, building 
adobe houses, altering and repairing officers’ 
quarters, and other mechanical duties, instead 
of being instructed in the work for which they 
were enlisted. When an emergency arrives 
these untrained men are the forces sent out 
into an unknown country to hunt and fight 
warriors remarkable alike for their cunning 
and bravery. Take the cavalry now operating 
against Geronimo. Before the outbreak the 
men were without knowledge and experience in 
the cavalry service. Many of them could not 
ride their horses, and none of them could per- 
form the ordinary march of a day without 
The horses were sleek and fat 
from plenty of good corn and oats and standing 
in idleness in the stables. ‘l’o expect such horses 
and men to overtake hostile Indiansin the Rocky 
Mountains wasfolly. Noneknewthe inability of 
the cavalry better than the Indians. There was 
no excuse for such bad management. Troops 
at frontier posts should be kept occupied in the 
work of preparation to pursue and punish 
hostile Indians. They should be required to 
familiarize themselves with the country lying 
within at least 100 miles of their post, and the 
officers should be detailed to make reconnois- 
sances and itineraries, from which maps should 
be gi aeons showing every trail, stream, spring, 
and other details that would be of service to a 
moving column. If the troops were emploved 
in this manner men and animals would always 
be prepared to successfully operate against 
hostiles, and it would be impossible with the 
aid of the telegraph connecting the several 
forts for a band of less than 100 Indians to keep 
three full regiments of United States cavalry 
continually employed in hunting for them. 
The officer further$ said thut the younger of- 
ficers are anxious to relieve the painful monot- 
ony of life atafrontier post by performing 
field service, but the elders refuse their applica- 
tions and seem to preferto keep the men en- 
gaged in grubbing about the post to scouting 
over the country to familiarize themselves with 
its topography. Every frontier post should be 
a school of instruction, and the commanding of- 
ficer should be required to send out details to 
survey and map the country, and reports of 
these should form the basis for further surveys 
until the entire country would be even 
better known to the troops than it is 
now known to the Indians. It is not the 
fault of the men and _ subaltern officers 
of the army who are sent out to fight and capt- 
ure the Indians that they are not successful. 
They do al) they can, and yet the officers who 
are hunting the Indians are given the blame for 
failures upon the belief that they have been 
fully prepared by education and experience for 
the work assigned tnem. It rarely happens that 
@ field officer is called upon for active service, 
and therefore these gentlemen consider it more 
important that the post at which they are serv- 
ing should be comfortable than that the men 
should be fully prepared to fight Indians. “It 
is folly,” he concluded, ** to expect green troops 
to successfully hunt these mountain Indians, 
The present humiliating condition of affairs will 
continue until it is made the duty of officers 
commanding frontier posts to make the officers 
and men of their command familiar with the 
country about them, and this can only be 
done by marching over it. You will be 
surprised when [inform you that while operat- 
ing against hostiles I was once compelled, in 
order to be sure of a prover camping ground, to 
go back six milesto obtain water when plenty 
of water could have been obtained about one 
mile iu my front, but of which fact I was, of 
course, ignorant, If we had the knowledge we 
should have of the country such things would 
not occur, nor would it be necessary for the 
army to employ Indian guides and scouts, who 
can rarely be relied upon, and whose sympathies 
naturally lie with their own people. More act- 
ive military duty in the fleld and the abandon- 
ment of the system which compels soldiers to 
perform mechanical labor about the post would 
not only promote the efficiency of the army, but 
would increase its morale and remove one of the 
most fruitful causes for desertion.”

A FICKLE GRAND JURY. 
THE MAN WHO KILLED DR. WAUGH KEPT 
IN SUSPENSE. 
Curcaco, Oct. 2.—A fickle-minded Grand 
Jury kept Jasper E. Sweet, the printer who shot 
Dr. Waugh, in suspense from sunrise to sunset 
to-day, and finally left-him to spend another 
night in jail. Waugh had attended Sweet’s wife, 
and the printer said the doctor had been too in- 
timate with Mrs. Sweet. On the evening of 
Sept. 12 Sweet followed the doctor on the street 
and shot him in the back. Waugh lingered 
in great agony for a fortnight and then 
died, first making an ante-mortem statement 
which, it is believed, justified Sweet’s charge. 
The statement was placed before the Grand 
Jury and it failed to find a bill. Sweet was lib- 
erated, and reached the jail office, when the 
Grand Jury voted to reconsider the case, and he 
was ordered back to his cell. Sweet was so 
startled by the news that he was not free that 
be let his gripsack fall from his hand to 
the floor and gazed at Jailer Foise and his 
attorney in a dreamy way. He straightened 
up in a moment and walked sulienly back into 
the gloomy interior of the old jail without 
speaking a word to any one. The reconsidera- 
tion of the case occupied the jury about two 
hours, and the final vote of the body resulted in 
a “no bill.” Jail Clerk Price was not notified 
during the afternoon to release Sweet, but un- 
less the Grand Jury changes its allewed mind 
again he will be liberated in the morning. 
Chicago Grand Juries rarely indict a man 
charged with shooting the destroyer of his fam- 
ily’s honor, for the simple reason that petit 
juries will not convict him.

IN DANGER OF BEING LYNCHED. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 2.—Si King, a negro, 
who had been pursued for a week by a mob near 
New-London, Mo., was corraled in a cornfield a 
few mules from that town last night. He was 
shot twice, but not serious!y injured. There is 
great excitement in that locality, and it is not 
improbable that an attempt will be made to 
lynch him. On Friday, Sept. 25, he assauited 
two women, Miss Laura Jeffries, of Pike County, 
and Mrs. Harris, of Ralls County. Theacts were 
committed in localities a few miles apart. The 
attack on Miss Jeffries was committed about 
8 o’clock in the morning. King went to the 
farmhouse occupied by E. Jeffries ana family.

The girl says he assault- 
ed her without saying a word. He found Mrs. 
Harris alone in her farmhouse and cocked a 
pistol and put it at her head, at the same time 
demanding all the money in the house. She 
pleaded with him not to kill her, at the same 
time giving him $1 15, which was all the money 
she had in the house. He then grabbed her by 
the throat, and after beating her severely, ren- 
dering her nearly unconscious, he dragged her 
into an adjoining room and assaulted her,

HERE’S A STATE OF THINGS 


BRIBERY AND PERJURY EXPOSED 
IN THE EXCISE BOARD. 
COMMISSIONER MORRIS TESTIFIES THAT 
COMMISSIONER MITCHELL HAS NOT 

SPOKEN THE TRUTH UNDER OATH. 

At least three names that were dredged 
from the mud in the Excise Board yesterday by 
the Committee of Investigation from the Sen- 
ate are likely to go before the Grand Jury. A 
saloon keeper charged an Inspector with de- 
manding and accepting a bribe in the presence 
of a witness, and Commissioner Morris told how 
he had unearthed only last Thursday two Com- 
missioners of Deeds that had sworn to a false 
affidavit. 

The developments made publio in the course 
of the testimony taken during the week have 
caused an extraordinary interest in the exam- 
ination. During the first few days the Alder- 
men’s Chamber sheltered only a few local poli- 
ticlans that have close relations with the Ex- 
cise Board and department men directly inter- 
ested in the investigation. But yesterday citi- 
zens whose names have been before the Excise 
Commissioners on paper protesting against the 
licensing of disreputable places waited to hear 
Commissioner Morris explain why their pro- 
tests had been ignored. Owing toa mass of 
other testimony it was late in the afternoon be- 
fore the minority Commissioner got into the 
witness chair, but when he dic he talked to as 
large and attentive a congregation as many city 
preachers will find in their pews to-morrow. 
The politicians listened to him too—* Fatty” 
Walsh and his political affinity, ‘** Jerry’* Harti- 
gan; Aldermen Masterson, McQuade, Jaehne, 
and Murray, ex-Aldermen Tuomey and Kirk, 
ex-Senators Bixby and Ecclesine, Jacob Hess, 
Stephen O’Brien, Col. John W. Marshall, and ex- 
Judge Otterbourg. 

Commissioner Mitchell led off briskly in the 
morning with his unqualified commendation of 

ublic resorts that had a general reputation for 
coneee aisreputable. The * Oremorne,” ** Mike” 
Cleary’s, and several more of the same sort he 
believed all qualified for a liquor license. On 
one occasion the Commissioner inquired at Jerry 
McAuley’s Mission, which is right next door to 
the Cremorne, and the people in there told him 
that there was nothing wrong with the Cre- 
morne, It would _— him very much to 
get evidence that the place was nightiy crowded 
with bad women. It had not been licensed this 
year because, in view of what had been said 
against the place, the board was looking into 
the matter. Capt. Williams had spoken against 
the house, but he bad also said that he knew 
nothing against the character of Ezra Daggett, 
the applicant. é “ 

“What did you think of Capt. Williams's con- 
duct in speaking with respect of Ezra Daggett?” 

*) don’t know. Capt. Williams is a living wit- 
ness, and can speak for himself of his motives.” 

The finishing touch to the testimony that has 
been given concerning the application to license 
a Bowery saloon in which Police Commissioner 
Porter exerted himself to head off “Jerry” 
Hartigan was given vy James C. Daly, the pu- 
gilist, who filed the first application for it and 
was refused, professedly because of an unfavor- 
able report from Inspector Graves. Duly testi- 
fied that Graves came into his place and in- 
formed him that he would have a hard fight 
getting a license. 

**Why ?” asked Daly. 

* Recause,”? was the answer, “a good deal de- 
pends on the report that I’ve got to make. 
That’s worth something, isn’t it?” 

** J don’t think it is,” said Daly. 

“Well,” said gthe inspector, “it ought to be.” 

“ How much do you consider it worth !” 

“Oh, say $50.” 

Daly said that he refused to pay it, andin a 
few days he got a refusal from the board. Capt. 
Murphy had reported favorably on the place. 
When another application was made in the name 
of Lysack for the same house Murphy came in 
again and demanded $50, urging that he had to 

ive $25 of it to General-Inspector McCarthy. 
fie was given $25 only, in the presence of a third 
party, the cash boy, but this time also the license 
was refused. Then Hartigan's magic name 
was tried, and the inspector told Daly that both 
Commissioners Mitchell and Haughton had 
promised to sign it. Haughton wasthe only man 
that did sign, and Daly went up to the Excise 
Department to see about it. He met Inspector 
McCarthy there, who said to him: 

“Its no use; this man Mitchell won’t sign un- 
less he gets his price.” 

** How much does he want ?” asked Daly. 

* Oh,” said the inspector, **I guess $200 or so 
will fix it.” 

“All right,” said Daly. 
to pay it.” 

A tew days later the inspector met him again, 
and told him that it was no use, So much fuss 
had been made that Haughton had crossed off 
his signature of approval. 

Daly’s testimony created quite a sensation 
umong the inspectors, hauor seliers, and poli- 
ticians in the room. Lawyer Sandford, coun- 
sel for the Excise Board, interfered for the first 
time since the inquiry into the department be-

gan. 

“Did you ever make any complaint of that 
tase to the board ?” he asked Daly. 

“I did not,” was the answer, * but my part- 
aer went up to do so two or three times, but he 
could not see them.”’ 

Mr. Sandford said in apology for his interrup- 
tion that he was present to assist the committee 
all in his power, but at the same time to keep an 
eye open for the interest of the Commissioners. 
Senator Gibbs told him that the Excise Board's 
lawyers could be present only by courtesy and 
not by right. 

Thomas Raady, once a cash boy for Daly, said 
that he was present when the money was paid. 
He did not know what it was for. Fox told him 
to take $25 from the drawer and give it to In- 
aggre Graves. He did so, and Graves pocketed 
the money. Commissioner Mitchell said that 
this testimoney was all newsto him. It did not 
occur to him that Graves's first unfavorable re- 
port on Daly's place might have been blackmail 
and the second one in its favor have been 
bought. 


“Did you ever hear,” he was asked, **‘ of money 
being paid to am inspector for making a favora- 
ble report ?” 

“Yes, I have,and in every instance the case 
has been followed up and the inspector was re- 
moved.” 

“Do you think that Graves is a proper man to 
be an inspector ?” 

“JI did until a few moments since, but I don’t 
now,” was the reply. 

“Is it not a fact that every inspector on the 
board to-day is a politician ?” 

“No,” said the Commissioner: *‘they all be- 
long to some of the political clubs, but I do not 
cousider them politicians.” 

“Is it not a fact,” asked Lawyer Strahan after 
some further questioning, “that liquor dealers 
are toa large extent a power of political infiu- 
ence in this city, many of them holding office ?” 

“That is not my view of the matter,” said 
Commissioner Mitchell. “I do not believe it, 
altbough I am aware that others have that 1m- 
pression.” 

In a discussion of the excise laws his interpre- 
, tation of their literal meaning and his personal 
observation of the manner in which they are 
enforced, the Commissioner said that before he 
became a member of the board he used to often 
see children coming from side doors of saloous 
with vessels containing liquor, but since be had 
been Commissioner he had not seen much of it. 

He knew that a great many saloons in vari- 
ous parts of the city were accessible on Sun- 
days through side doors, though no com- 
pDiaints of the kind had been made to the 
board by its inspectors. Saloons were in- 
creasing in wuumber with the growth 
of the city, but in the crowded down town dis- 
tricts they are on the decrease. The large num- 
ber of new licenses of late had been in the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards, where 
two years ago few licenses were wanted. In the 
Commissioner’s opinion the Excise and Po- 
lice Departments should be one, though the men 
that undertook to run the excise branch of it 
would find enough to occupy all theirtime. In 
the course of his talk the Commissioner said, in 
response,to & question, that three-fourths of all 
the licen$ed places in this city to-day are worthy, 
and that the other fourth should be watched. 

* Do you not think,” asked Mr. Strahan, “that 

laces which require watching should not be 
icensed ?”” 

“IT do not,” was the reply. 

Commissioner Mitchell did not wait to hear 
Commissioner Morris testify. The minority 
Commissioner said that he became a member of 
the board in May, 1883, at the same time as Com- 
missioner Haughton did. Commissioner Mitch- 
ell had then been in the board sometime. Mr. 
Miller quoted from the testimony of the County 
Democracy Commissioner charging his coi- 
leagues, Morris and Haughton, with forming a 
dealin making appointments, and asked Com- 
missioner Morris to explain it. The witness said 
that soon after their appointment he and Com- 
missioner Haughton had a conversation about 
the tormation of the board, Haugbton wanted 
to President. At the next meeting 
he was made President by his own and Commis- 
sioner Morris’s votes. Then Commissioner Mor- 
ris proposed Mr. Mitchell for Treasurer of the 
board, but Mitcheil declined to serve. There- 
upon Commissioner Morris took the place. Not 
long afterward, the witness continued, Thomas 
Creamer came to his bouse and said that he was 
authorized by Commissioner Haughton to ar- 
range a deal by which he (Morris) and Raugoton 
could control the patronage of the board to the 
exclusion of Mitchell’s men. The witness de- 
clined to enter into any such arrangement, and 
expressed his intention of siding with Commis- 
sioner Mitchell in all cases where he was con- 
vinced that he was in the right. 

“Do you not know,” interrupted Mr. Sand- 
ford again, “that Commissioner Haughton has 
denied that he ever authorized any such deal ?””

Dr. Crosby bas ap- 
peared as prosecuting counsel before the board 
more than once. I am also indebted very much 
to the Police Commissioners, for 1 do get in- 
formation from them notwithstanding the 
formal request from our board to prevent my 
doing so.” 

““Commissioner Mitchell says that the charge 
he makes against you was brought out in an af- 
fidavit before the board.” 

“It is not true,” said Mr. Morris. “If such an 
affidavit is among the papers of the department 
I never heard of it. Did you, Mr. Perley ?” turn- 
ing to the clerk, 

** No, Sir,” was the reply. 

Commissioner Morris said that he began to 
search the police records for men who had been 
convicted of violating the excise laws and then 
apphed foranother license upon a suggestion 
from Judges Cowing and Gildersleeve and Re- 
corder Smyth. Theytold him that the board 
had gone farenough in relicensing convicted 
men,and that it was high time tocry quits. 
Thereupon the board caused to be prepared an 
alphabetical list of persons convicted of violat- 
ing the excise laws, copied from the records of 
the Special and Genera! Sessions Courts. The 
first thing the witness did on getting to the Excise 
Board roomsin the morning was to search this 
list to see if any men onit were among the appli- 
cants fora lfcense. If so he opposed them. If 
he bad any doubts he sent to the police. Thelist 
had about 2,000 names on it. 

A violation of the law which Commissioner 
Morris accidentally stumbled across ''hursday 
caused some astonishment among the persons 
who heard him tell about It. The witness suid 
that it was no fault of the other Commissioners 
that it occurred. He was in the office of the 
board on Thursday when Carl M. Windhorst 
came in for his storekeeper’s license. When 
asked to pay $75 he said that he had paid $2 of 
it in the other room. The witness assured him 
that there must be some mistake and went with 
him to see about it. The application clerk was 
pointed out to Windhorst, but he said that this 
clerk was not the man. Commissioner Morris 
looked on the application and saw that it was 
sworn to by Thomas F. Shanley, Commissioner 
of Deeds, who gets a good deal of work from the 
department. iquor sellers cannot get their 
bondsmen to goto the excise office, so the Com- 
missioners of Deeds are allowed to take the 
bondsman’s osth at the appiicant’s place of 
business or elsewhere and charge $2 for their 
services. But it isa rule of the department that 
no fee shall be charged in the office for making 
out an application. 

Shanley came in just then, and when ques- 
tioned denied having filled ont the application, 
though his name was signed to the paper as a 
correct affidavit. By inquiring Mr. Morris 
learned that the application had been made out 
in the office of A. J. Drew, another Commissioner 
of Deeds, who was filling the application clerk’s 
place while the latter was off in Saratoga. Drew 
admitted having taken the fee, but pleaded that 
he did it to help Shanley out, as the new place 
was in Shanley’s district,and that the latter 
Commissioner had the money. Mr. Morris’s 
suspicions were aroused and he asked the appli- 
cant if he knew the names of the bondsmen on 
his paper. 

** No,” he said, **I do not know them.” 

The minority Commissioners told him that he 
would have to make out a new application and 
get other bondsmen. Then he started out to see 
what the commissioner of deeds had been up 
to. One name was Conrad Waldick, No. 164 Lud- 
low-street. Mr. Morris went there, but by dil- 
igent inquiry could find no such person. [Mr. 
Sandford interrupted here to say thatjthe board 
had once licensed a man by that name at No. 154 
Ludlow-street.] Mr, Morris replied that he 
searched only at the house mentioned in the 
application. The second man was Herman 

mbeck, No. 786 First-avenue, Mr. Morris 
went up there and found Lembeck to be the 
keeper of asmallsaloon. He acknowledged his 
signature on the paper, but said that he did not 
know the applicant and had never seen him. 
Lembeck said that he had visited the Excise 
Board to get his own license and a commissioner 
of deeds there had asked him to put his name 
tothe paper as a favor to him, the commis- 
sioner. On being assured that it was all right 
Lembeck had signed the paper, though he did 
not even know the name of the man he was 
signing for. 

** But,” asked Commissioner Morris, ** did not 
the man make you take an oath—didn’t you 
swear that you knew Windhorst ?” 

Lembeck said that he did nothing of the kind. 
He simply signed his name. Commissioner Mor- 
ris’s examination will be resumed on Mondayg. 

Ex-Mayor Edson was examined in relation to 
the armory site he helped to purchase. He said 
that he never heard of Wilson in the transac- 
tions. Mr. Fairchild gave the board to under- 
stand that he owned Madison-avenue property, 
andif Fairchild lied then the board was de- 
ceived. The witness did not remember that he 
noticed the real owner’s name on the title. He 
did not think the price the city paid was ex- 
orbitant. Personally he did not rely on Gen. 


.Shuler except as to choosing the sites, not in 


fixing the price. Gen. Shaler handed the board 
several documents in a yellow envelope con- 
taining estimates of the value of the property 
purchased, and at his request they will be con- 
sidered as evidence. 





“JOHN DOE” GONE UP FOR FIVE YEARS 

“John Doe,” the individual who was ar- 
rested on Aug. 3 for falsely swearing in the Sur- 
rogate’s office that his name was Benjamin 
Lewis, and that he owned eight city lots, was 
yesterday arraigned on a charge of perjury be- 
fore Recorder Smyth. He pleaded guilty and 
presented a written plea for mercy to the court, 


in which he alleged: “Out of respect for an 
aged mother who has now nearly attained the 
age ot fourscore years, to wnom a knowledge of 
my disgrace would prove certain death, and of 
a brother who is an honored clergyman in 
an adjoining community, and other relatives in 
higb stancing, I have been constrained from re- 
veuling my identity. Itisthe first time that I 
have departed from the path of rectitude, and 
with Heaven's help it shall be the last.’ The 
Recorder was moved by the touching appeal, 
but nevertheless directed that the case oe set 
over foratew bours. In the meantime some of 
Inspector Byrnes’s detectives were directed to 
take a peepatthe man. He was recognized as 
John S. Bush, who, in 1877, was sentenced as a 
forger to five years in State prison, and who is 
said to be wanted at the present time in Penn- 
syivania foracriminal offense. The Recorder 
gave the convict a generous piece of his mind 
and five years in State prison. 





OLD SCHOOL BOYS IN SESSION. 

The old boys of the old Fifth-street 
school climbed to the top story of that ancient 
seat of learning last night and then sat down 
and breathed hard. They met once more to ex- 
amine the old records that show the school was 
opened on May 7, 1838. The old roll call contains 
the names of 73 scholars, though the attendance 


in the early days of the school was 84. The page 
containing the names beginning with ** M” has 
been lost. The old boys formed an associa- 
tion in 1883, and they now have an 
annual dinner. The present Vice-Princi- 
pal of the school, James J. McCoy, was 
made President. He is stiil hale and hearty. So 
is ex-Alderman Joe McVey, who was 6 years old 
when he entered the school. Other original 
scholars are Jameson Hull, who isin the iron 
business; Tom Johnson, the pool seller; Fred- 
erick C. Yeomans, Cashier of a Brooklyn bank, 
and John H. Hicks, ot the Chemical Bank, who, 
years ago, wasa member of Hookand Ladder 
Company No. 13.

The package which was 
thought to contain the expiosive was said to 
have been a bundle of newspapers. A bright- 
eyed little shopgirl named Annie Reynolds said 
that shortly before 1 o’clock on the morning of 
the explosion she was dancing with Fitzpatrick at 
Military Hall. James Daley, of No. Monroe- 
street, said he was passing Garry Brothers’ store 
just before the explosion and saw the lighted 
tuse. He made fruitless attempts to extinguish 
it and was within 6 feet nf the building when 
the front was blown in. He was knocked sense- 
less by the concussion and taken to the police 
station. The trial will be continued on Monday.

NOT READY FOR REVISION 


THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER TO 
REMAIN UNCHANGED. 

THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CONVENTION 
DEFEATS. DR. RICHEY’S RESOLUTIONS 
AND CLOSES ITS TWO DAYS’ WORK. 

The attendance at the Centennial Con- 
vention of the Episcopal Church of the Diocese 
of New-York was large almost up to the hour of 
adjournment. It might be that a remark made 
by Erastus Brooks had something to do with 
this somewhat unusual condition of things ata 
convention lasting for more than twodays. A 
clerical member having seen fit to say that a 
convention toward its close was often at 
the mercy of «a minority, Mr. Brooks 
rephed that such a -result could only 
be due to the unfaithfulness of the so-called 
majority. If the delegates to a convention at- 
tended to their duties the body could never be 
at the mercy of a minority. The delegates 
present at the opening services of the conven- 
tion on Tuesday numbered 400. A vote taken 
yesterday afternoon on the most interesting 
subject mtroduced during the session—the reso- 
lutions of Dr. Richey providing for certain 
changes in the Book of Common Prayer, which 
were published in yesterday’s TIMES—showed 
that nearly 300 delegates were present. Dr. 
Richey’s resolutions had been made the special 
order of business for 12 o’clock yesterday. They 
were taken up promptly. The discussion upon 
them was opened by Dr. Richey. He knew it 
was by many considered harsh, he said, to dis- 
turb old and settled convictions, but in this 
case, as in many others, he thought it was nec- 
essary to doso. He madeastrong plea for the 
passage of the resolutions and claimed the 
privilege of closing the discussion. The Rev. 
™. Brown, of St. Mary the Virgin’s Church, 
offered a slight amendment to the resolutions. 
He asked that the opening resolution, which 
spoke of but did not mention “long-standing 
and generally acknowledged errors and defects 
and glaring liturgical blemishes,” be stricken 
out. amendment was accepted by Dr. 
Richey. Mr. Todd, a lay delegate from Dr. 
Morgan’s church, wanted everything but the 
final resolution cut out. His suggestion met 
with no favor. Dr. Huntingdon, of Grace 
Church, then obtained the floor. He was con- 
sidered strongly in favor of the revision of the 
Prayer Book, and to many of the delegates the 
position he assumed was in the nature of a sur- 
prise. Hespoke for 15 minutes, and was given 
very close attention. He deprecated the adop- 
tion of the resolutions, even as amended. He 
did not wish to be considered the apologist of 
the Prayer Book, but he hoped the resolutions 
would fail of adoption because they carried an 
erroneous impression. They held out illusory 
promises and were couched in language vague 
and undetermired. 

If the question had been put at the conclu- 
sion of Dr. Huntinedop’s remarks the resolu- 
tions would have undoubtedly been defeated by 
alarge majority, but others hud something to 
say, and they carried the question along until 
adjournment, after which Dr. Richey made an’ 
answer to Dr. Huntingdon’s argument and was 
successful in turning many to his siae. Dr. 
Maury tried to have the whole matter tablea 
and made a motion to that effect. Bya rule 
made to order by the Secretary and absolutely 
necessary On account of the vast number of 
motions and resolutions offered every mover 
was compelled to put his motion in writing. 
Many broad smiles were noticeable on clerical 
faces as Dr. Maury marched up to the Secre- 
tary’s desk with his motion. It had been 
lost before it had ‘been put in writing. 
Stephen P. Nash rose to a point of order after 
adjournment. He thought the matter could be 
disposed of in that way. Assistant Bishop Pot- 
ter hinted that the point might have been well 
taken earlier in the proceedings, but decided 
that Mr. Nash was a day late for the fair. Dr. 
Richey, in bis concluding argument, said that 
one sort of conservatism was a love for the past, 
but conservatism was sometimes but another 
name for tyranny and imbectlity. ** That kind of 
conservatism,” he added, ** I trample under foot 
and despise.” A vote was then taken on the 
question of the adoption of the resolutions. 
Those in favor of them were asked to stand up 
while the Secretary counted. A maiorsy of 
those who rose were lay delegates. The Secre- 
tary having finished his count, the opposition 
stood up to be catalogued. To the not inex- 
verienced eyes of the _ reporters present 
it looked as if Dr. Richey had come 
off victorious, but the Secretary announced 
that the vote stood 103 delegates in favor of the 
adoption of the resolutions and 105 against. Dr. 
Richey and his friends seemed much disappoint- 
ed. They saw light when Dr. Swope, who had 
assisted the Secretary in taking the vote, said 
that he had forgotten to count himself and that 
Secretary Lobdell had faiied to take his own 
vote. He said they wished to vote for adoption, 
Assistant Bishop Potter said that the failure to 
count the votes would not affect the resuit, as he 
voted no, and his vote had not been counted, so 
that the corrected vote would stand 105 for and 
106 votes against the adoption of the resolutions, 
A number of delegates did not vote. Dr. Hunting- 
don moved fora reconsideration of the resolu- 
tions, but the motion was not seconded and the 
subject was dropped, to be resurrected at the 
next convention. Thesame motion was after- 
ward put by Mr. Todd, but he was unable to get 
a seconder. 

Dr. Morgan Dix informed the convention that 
he had been commissioned by the venerable and 
infirm Bishop of the diocese to say to tke con- 
vention that Bishop Potter absolutely declined 
to accept furtter salary. Dr. Dix offered a reso- 
lution expressing sincere sympatby for his 
Grace, and pledging to him during his life the 
residence now occupied by him at No. 38 East 
Twenty-second-street. This resolution was 
amended by J. Pierpont Morgan, and theamend- 
ment. which refused to accept the offer of 
Bishop Potter, was adopted. The convention 
elected as Trustees of the General Theolozical 
Seminary the Kev. Drs. Beach, Swope, Satter- 
lee, Huntingdon, and Hoffman, and laymen 
Henry Drisler, stephen P. Nush, W. G. Lang- 
don, William Bayard Cutting, and Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. Dr. Huntingdon deciined to act 
and Dr. C. C. Tiffany was elected in his place. 
Under & resolution offered by Dr. Dix these 
Trustees are to serve until the meeting of the 
Generai Convention in 1887. The Committee on 
the Salary of the Assistant Bishop reported that 
the fund, theinterest On which had paid the As- 
sistant Bishop's salary, was insufficient to do 
so, and that it had been found necessary fo en- 
ecroach onthe principal. So faras business was 
concerned the Rev. H.8t. George Young, Mis- 
sionary and Assistant Rectorof Grace Chapel, 
had the lastsay. He offered the followlng: 

Resolved, That this convention, knowing bow cruelly 
the Jaboring clusses in this great city are ground be- 
tween the millstones of low wages and exorbitant 
rents, pray the Legislature of this State, through a 
committee appointed by it for that purpose, to so 
umend the existing law against usury. fixing 6 per 
cent. as the legal rate of interest, as to prevent and 

unish the collection or charge of unjust and exor- 

itant rents, or to enact a law for that purpose. 

The resolution was referred without discus- 
sion to the Committee on Diocesan Missions. The 
thanks of the convention were given to its pre- 
siding officer, to the Secretary and his as- 
sistants, the Treasurer, and to the Rector, 
Churchwardens, and Vestry of Trinity Church 
for the use of St. Augustine's Chapel. Assistant 
Bishop Potter congratulated the convention on 
the efficiency of its work, and wished it god- 
speed. The convention sang the two bundred 
and second hymn to an organ accompaniment, 
and repeated the Lord’s Prayer, the benediction 
was pronounced by Assistant Bishop Potter, and 
the Centennial Convention was at an end.

ORCHIDS AT LOW PRICES. 














SPIRITED BIDDING STOPPING SHORT OF 
FOUR FIGURES. 

The Vanda Sanderiana, the celebrated 
orchid which cost the late Mrs. Mary J. Morgan 
nearly $2,000, was sold at auction yesterday for 
$900 to William Siebrecht, of this city, as the 
agent of Charles J. Osborn, the retired banker. 
This orchid is really composed of six plants, and 
isabout two feet high. It was discovered by 
Mr. F. Sander, of St. Albans, England, after 
whom it was named, about two years ago, in 
some Oriental country, the name of which he 
has always refused to divulge. Atapublic auc- 
tion in London a Mr. Backhouse, a celebrated 
collector of York, England, bought it fur £200, 
and it remained with him for nearly six months. 
Then Mrs. Morgan heard of it, and commissioned 
William Court, the American agent of Veitch & 
Sons, of London, to purchase it forher. The 
price paid was 300 guineas, but the expense of 
transportation and cultivation raised the cost 
very close to $2,000. 

The first bid yesterday was $100, made by 
Louis Menaud, of Albany. Isaac Buchanan, of 
this city, immediately raised this to $250, to which 
$100 was added by Mr. Siebrecht. Veitch & Sons 
put in a bid of $500, and were quickly followed 
by Mr. McKenzie, for Mr. Sander, the discoverer 


. of the plant, with $600. To Veitch’s next bid of 


750 Mr. McKenzie added $50. Mr. Siebrecht 
then ran it up to $900, at which price it hung. 
All Auctioneer Elliot’s cries of ‘* Shame upon 
you, plant gatherers,’ were of no avail, and 
finally the orchid was knocked down on Mr. Sie- 
brecht’s bid. It was immediately taken away. 

The next plant,a Vanda Lowii,4 feet nigh,caused 
a contest for its possession, and after starting at 
$50 rose to $400,at which price W.S. Kimball 
took it. The same gentleman bought a Vanda 
Batemanil, 4 feet high, for $100. For a Phalz- 
nopsis Schilleriana, 5 plants, Jay Gould’s agent 
paid $90, while another of the same went to C. 
J. Osborn for $50. A rare specimen of the 
Phalenopsis intermedia Portei was sold to W. 
8. Kimball for $55, and Erastus Corning paid $50 
for a Phalzenopsis leucorrhoda Alba. A Pha- 
lsenopsis casta,2 plants, brought $40 from D. 
W. Smith. Veitch & Sons took a Phalsenopsis 
Brymeriana for $45. Nearly all the varieties of 
the Vanda sold well, but the catalogue was com- 
posed mainly of cheap plants. During the day 
oe were sold at prices aggregating about
